New Dating for The News 


@ EFFECTIVE WITH this issue of 
: The Telephone News, a new “dating” 
- procedure is being adopted. Lest the

: tom with most publications and it has 
= several advantages. 

= One of the most important is that it

: issue, coming shortly before the turn 
: of the year, would have been a natural 
» issue in which to urge New Years 
- resolutions. But this would appear out 
- of place in a December issue. 

: In order to avoic the appearance of 
-a “lost”? month, this issue is dated 
» “January-February.” However, it in- 
* cludes only the usual one-month span 
: of time and bulk of material. 

' Deadlines have remained unchanged 
- and there will be no difference in the 
' freshness of the news in the magazine. 
| But we hope it will seem to be more 
; timely.

HEN K. L. LAWSON, General 
Commercial superintendent, took 
over his new volunteer job as presi- 
dent of the Cornhusker Council of Boy 
Scouts, he came in for a little bit of 
kidding from some of his associates. 
They accused him of “packing” the 
election with telephone people. 

The truth of the matter is that there 
are probably more LT&T people in- 
volved in Boy Scout activities in the 
Cornhusker Council than there are 
from any other single company. But 
they don’t really hold enough votes to 
actually put their own candidate in 
office. 

Anyway, the Scouting organization 
doesn’t work that way. The men seek 
out the most qualified leader they can 
find, then talk him into accepting the 
job as president of the Council. Sev- 
eral years ago Merle M. Hale, Company 
vice president, served as president of 
the Council.

Another Scouter of note is Charles 
Arnold, now chairman of the Pioneer 
district, which is a sub-division of the 
Cornhusker Council. Sterling Nelson 
of York has been active on the council 
for many years. 

The list goes on and on and includes 
those who are Scoutmasters and as- 
sistants, den mothers, and “minor” 
committeemen. In fact, if you throw a 
Stone into a group of telephone men, 
you are very liable to hit someone who 
is active in Scouting. 

We have often thought of taking a 
survey of our employees to find out 
Just how many of them are involved 
in Scouting in one way or another. But 
the scope of the undertaking over- 
whelms us. 

Anyway, LT&T’ers are also active 
in many other worthwhile civic or- 
ganizations and we wouldn’t want to 
appear to belittle any of these.

Ground Broken at Fairbury 


HE END OF AN era moved a step 

closer December 23 as groundbreak- 
ing ceremonies were held for a new 
Fairbury telephone building. The end 
which is approaching is of manual tele- 
Phone service in LT&T. When the 
Fairbury installation is complete LT&T 
will be 100 percent dial in operation. 

Ceremonial shovels of dirt were 
turned by Company officials and local 
dignitaries. This was followed by a 
luncheon at which representatives of 
contractors were introduced and the 
improvement to the community was ex- 
plained. 

Teamed up on shovels were Ted 
Scherbarth, mayor; E. C. “Ted” Trindel, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; Merle M. Hale, LT&T vice pres- 
ident; and M. J. Danaher, LT&T local 
manager. 

In a few brief remarks on the site, 
Hale declared that the groundbreak- 
ing “is a real milestone for Fairbury— 
and certainly for us.” 


At the luncheon Hale told that in- 
stallation of telephone equipment is 
scheduled to start in June of 1965 and 
will take a year. He invited the Fair- 
bury businessmen and officials to 
“come over and watch” the installa- 
tion. 


“You'll swear it won’t work — but 
they always have,” he said. 

The new telephone office will bring 
Fairbury the newest and latest in the 
way of telephone service, including 
Direct Distance Dialing. After the 
Fairbury conversion LT&T will be 100 
percent dial in operation, but not 100 
percent DDD. 

At present Fairbury has common 
battery telephone service in town and 
magneto rural service. The switchboard 
was Installed in 1919. 


Cost of the conversion will be $540,- 
960. Of this, about $340,530 is for dial 
equipment and $30,000 for the site. 


The schedule calls for the building 


to be complete in July of 1965, but the 
garage portion of the structure is to be 
done May 1 for storage of telephone 
equipment. The installation of tele- 
phone equipment is to be accomplished 
by the summer of 1966. 


General contractor for the job is Ab- 
bott Construction of Salina, Kansas. 
The electrical contract was awarded to 
Cacak’s Commercial Service of Fair- 
bury and the mechanical contract to 
Bryant Heating and Air Conditioning 
of Lincoln. 

Mayor Scherbarth declared that 
“Fairbury is on the move.” He added 
that it is a fine thing that the telephone 
improvement could come about “after 
our success in getting an industry.” 
The community will soon have a new 
thermal underwear factory. 

Chamber president Trindel com- 
mented that he was “pleased that the 
telephone company has seen fit to im- 
prove our city.”

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IFTY YEARS AGO this month The 

Lincoln Telephone News was born. 
It was a step of pioneering for a young 
company which had already made 
something of a name for itself as a 
pioneer. 


Back in January of 1915 The Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
was not quite 11 years old. It had 
begun operating in 1904, becoming the 
first successful automatic telephone 
system (dial) in Nebraska. 


It was an era of change, of new con- 
cepts, and of new ways of doing things. 
The horse was rapidly giving way to 
automotive means of transportation. 


Just starting to come into use about the time the Telephone News was 
first published was the automobile. This is an early picture of old No. 16, 
and its crew of men. Notice the solid tires. 
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Winter storms took 
their toll 50 years 
ago too. This photo, 
taken in January of 
1915, shows the 
wreckage of a termi- 
nal pole north of Lin- 
coin. Notice the horse 
and sleigh in the 
background — ap- 
parently the most re- 
liable transportation 
at the time. 


But more important to the establish- 


ment of The News were other changes 
affecting LT&T. 


In 1912 Frank H. Woods, principal 
founder of the Company, negotiated a 
merger with the Bell system. LT&T 
bought out all Bell properties in the 
present 22-county area in southeastern 
Nebraska. This eliminated competing 
exchanges in Lincoln and in several 
other communities. Telephone men 
who had been bitter rivals were sud- 
denly united under the same company. 

Although in January 1915 company 
publications or “house organs” as they 
were sometimes called were few and

far between, Mr. Woods could see the 
need of one. He could see that the LT&T 
organization should be unified and 
solidified. The 12,859 square miles of 
territory posed a considerable trans- 
portation and communications prob- 
lem. 


A publication for employees would 
help cement the newly expanded or- 
ganization together. 


Mr. Woods had a definite idea of 
what The News was to accomplish. In 
the initial issue a full page was devoted 
to his message. In part he said, of The 

News, “It will be in no sense a tech- 
nical journal. Its purpose is to in-

form the employees of the company 
what progress is being made in each 
of the departments and what is being 
done in the various exchanges that 
make up the company plant...” 

“It ig the belief of the officers of 
the company that a publication such 
as this, which is essentially a medium 
of communication between the em- 
ployees, will cement and solidify the 
organization by stimulating the in- 
terest of each in his or her branch of 
the work develop a spirit of the 
corps that will find effective expres- 
sion.” 

As it first appeared, the Telephone 
News was a 6 x 9 inch magazine. First 
editor was Walter Thorgrimson, who 
was then a chief clerk in the Commer- 
cial Department. He edited the maga- 
zine for about seven years. 

During the Thorgrimson era _ the 
magazine contained several pages of 
personal news about employees; articles 
on the telephone business in general; 
and some stories about communities 
served by the company. 

In 1915 one of the stories was about 
the new way of collecting money in 
Fairbury. The practice of sending 
around a collector (as present-day 
paperboys collect for the newspaper) 
was being discontinued, and telephone 
subscribers required to bring or send 


payment to the office. This practice 
was soon adopted throughout the ter- 
ritory. 

Early Telephone News magazines 
had covers showing scenes around Ne- 
braska. As time went on, this was 
expanded to scenes of communities in 
the territory, but by 1921 there was 
more of a telephone flavor to the 
covers. 

Some of our sharp-eyed and alert 
readers may have already noticed that 
this issue of the Telephone News is 
labeled “Vol. 47, No. 1.” They may 
correctly reason that if the News has 
been published for 50 years the num- 
ber should properly be “Vol. 51, No. 
1.” And so it should. 

But the News has not been pub- 
lished for 50 consecutive years. True, 
it was established 50 years ago. But in 
late 1921 LT&T faced problems. Times 
were hard, telephone company earn- 
ings were down, and prospects of a 
rate increase were so dim as to be non- 
existent. 

The January 1922 issue of the News 
carried an announcement that the 
magazine was being regretfully dis- 
continued. It said, “The necessity of 
economizing in every detail of the man- 
agement of the company’s finances has 
been impressed upon the officers by 
the railway commission, which has

charge of the ratemaking, and also by 
the condition of the times .. .” 

But the magazine had already proved 
its worth. And a little more than four 
years later publication was resumed. 
It is interesting to note that the Janu- 
ary 1922 issue and the May 1926 issue 
both bear the same number—‘“Vol. 8 
No. 1.” 

When it reappeared the News was 
slightly larger—about 7% x 10% inches 
in size. C. W. “Red” Motter was the 
editor and he continued in the job for 
about 9 years. 

The News was now firmly entrenched 
as part of the Company. Its value in 
informing employees and uniting them 
was fully recognized. 

Under Mr. Motter the purpose of the 
News was expressed this way, “... to 
give news about the telephone family 
which will help to make its members 
acquainted with each other, promote 
their welfare and to discuss the tele- 
phone business generally in a manner 
that is informative and interesting.” 

The News in this era included stories 
about the new developments in the 
business, self improvement type arti- 
cles, promotional material, and the per- 
sonal notes about employees. 

When the depression of the 1930’s 
rolled in, the News was clung to te-

naciously. Its value as a morale booster 
was already proved. However, the size 
was drastically cut, until it finally ap- 
peared as a four-page sheet, devoted 
primarily to encouraging sales. 

Early in 1934 the format was changed 
to a newspaper in the interest of 
further economies. Thus it continued 
to appear until April 1944 when it was 
returned to the magazine style. 

Norman Ott, still remembered fondly 
by many of the longer-term employees, 
became editor in 1935. His wit is legend 
and he used it with great skill. But he 
was also a news gatherer of talent and 
the publication was filled with items 
about employees and the Company 
during this era. Early in his term as 
editor Mr. Ott had many articles on 
sales. Later, during the war years, his 
talents were turned to promoting sales 
of war bonds and wartime activity 
coverage, so far as security would per- 
mit. 

Mr. Ott’s sudden death in 1944 
shocked his many associates in the 
Company. 

A. B. “Ot”? Gorman was handed the 
reins of editorship. The United States 
was entering the third year of the Sec- 
ond World War. Things were looking 
brighter than they had for some time. 
And Mr. Gorman could see the ad- 


vantages of a magazine format for the 
News. 


Shortly after he assumed the editor- 
ship he returned to the magazine style, 
this time in 8% x 11 inches—the size 
it is today. Mr. Gorman was also a 
clever and often humorous writer and 
his wit appeared in the columns of the 
News. He began to use more photo- 
graphs, some of which were selected 
for the unusual expressions on the sub- 
jects’ faces. Stories of employee activ- 
ities were given prominence, and dur- 
ing the war years so was news of the 
telephone folks in service. 


Mr. Gorman served as editor until 
1953 when the responsibility of direct- 
ing advertising and the editorship of 
the News became too much for one 
man and the tasks were divided. He 
continued as advertising director until 
his unexpected death in April of 1964. 


Joe H. Hartley picked up the editor’s 
pencil in 1953. It was a natural job for 
him. For he had been associated in 
some way with the News for most of 
the years from 1915. He submitted a 
cartoon which was published shortly 
after the magazine was established. For 
many years he submitted material and 
under Mr. Gorman was assistant editor. 


Mr. Hartley’s long span of service 
(from 1913) with the company was ex- 
tremely valuable to him as editor. As 
he assumed editorship the company 
Was approaching its 50th anniversary. 
And he quickly recognized the Signifi- 
cance. Mr. Hartley compiled a History 
of LT&T, which was published in in- 
Stallments in the News and later in a 
booklet form. 


From 1944 until 1960 he drew a full 
page of cartoons for the back of the 
magazine each issue. These depicted 
humorous happenings to the LT&T em- 
ployees and were highly regarded. 
Shortly after he became Personnel su- 
pervisor the press of time and other 
factors called for the end of this fea- 
ture. Mr. Hartley became Personne] 


supervisor in 1959 and he retired last 
year. 


The present editor, K. W. Clinefelter, 
was brought to the News in 1959 to 
replace Mr. Hartley. 


Over the years there have been 
many changes in the News. Only a few 
have been mentioned. Most of them 
were subtle in nature and evolved 
gradually as times changed. 


When the News was founded there 
were only a handful of company pub- 
lications in the United States. Today 
there are probably more in Nebraska 
alone than existed at that time.

HE TELEPHONE has gone to school 

in LT&T territory. It is now, or will 
be soon, used in certain classrooms as a 
teaching aid. 


This has come about through the pro- 
viding, on permanent loan, of two 
“Teletrainer” units by LT&T. One will 
be used exclusively in the huge Lincoln 
school system and the other will be 
made available to schools in other por- 
tions of our territory. 


Just how the Teletrainer will be used 
is left up to each school. However 


Suggestion Awards 
Made to Five 


IVE SUGGESTION AWARDS rang- 

ing from $25 to $10 have been made 
by the Suggestion Committee. They 
are to W. L. Gake, L. E. Wentink, G. L. 
Laschanzky, R. H. Berggren, and L. R. 
Brown. 

Gake’s suggestion deals with an in- 
strument to test Motorola Vibrasponder 
reeds which are used in mobile tele- 
phone equipment. Wally pointed out 
that there is a need for such an instru- 
ment, but no manufacturer makes one. 

He submitted designs for suggested 
instruments to test the reeds. One was 
a self contained unit, and the other an 
addition to a Motorola test set. They 
can be made for a cost of $22.57 for the 
first one and $17.44 for the second. 

Under present procedures it has been 
necessary to replace four Vibrasponders 
When one became weak. Since these 
cost $10 each, it would be a consider- 
able saving if the one weak one could 
be located immediately. Gake’s instru- 
ments are designed for this. 

His suggestion brought a $25 award. 

Wentink’s suggestion was that terri-

printed manuals are provided as a 
guide to the educators. 


The Teletrainer is composed of two 
telephone instruments connected 
through a central power and control 
unit. By manipulating the controls, a 
dial tone can be produced or either of 
the instruments “rung.” Conversations 
can be amplified so as to be heard by 
an entire classroom. 


The Teletrainer is an unusually flex- 
ible teaching aid. It can be used to 
teach proper telephone procedure and 
courtesy, or can be adapted to help 
teach other courses, such as English. 


One of the units was presented in De-

tory combinationmen’s trucks be 
equipped with flashing red and yellow 
lights on the front and rear fenders. 
Wentink said his suggestion was made 
“because of the danger present when 
working on the pole lines along the 
highways and the inadequacy of the 
turn signals (since only one side flashes 
and they aren’t very large) and the fact 
that the truck is parked on the shoulder 


of the highway.” 


“T believe that the safety value in- 
volved would far exceed the cost of 
installing these flashing lights on our 
trucks,” said Wentink. 


His suggestion brought a $20 award. 


G. L. Laschanzky’s suggestion cov- 
ered an instrument to be used in the 
alignment and maintenance of the 
automatic lighting controls used on the 
antenna lights at microwave repeater 
sites. 

These lights must be turned on at 
dusk and off after daybreak by means 
of an electric eye. Specifications call 
for a setting of 37 candlepower as the

cember to Dr. R. L. Fredstrom, coordi- 
nator of Education for Lincoln schools. 
The other was started January 8 on a 
tour of our territory.

turn-on level and 57 candlepower as 
the turn-off level. 

“To my knowledge, there is no de- 
vice on the market that would allow 
the operator complete and accurate 
control of the sunlight striking the 
control ‘eye,’” said Laschanzky. There 
are six towers using these controls and 
many times, says Laschanzky, the 
lights turn on too soon and continue to 
burn far into the next day. 

He submitted drawings showing how 
an instrument could be constructed by 
LT&T’s shop using a commercially 
available light meter. Such a device 
has already been made of temporary 
materials and has proved to be work- 
able, he said. 

His suggestion brought an award o

: R. H. Berggren’s suggestion was that 
a hook be added to Roy Jax saws. He 
also submitted a drawing and said that 
he has such a hook on his saw. This 
hook is made of a quarter-inch rod 
and is about 7% inches long. It can 
be welded to the back side of the saw 
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scheduled next fall for use by various 
schools in turn. This will permit the 
school systems to work the Teletrainer 


into their curriculum. 
The units are being provided as a 
public service.

frame below the high point of the saw. 

“Tt works real well to pull limbs out 
of the trees,” said Berggren. 

His suggestion brought an award of 
$10. . 

L. R. Brown’s suggestion calls for a 
change in the mounting brackets of the 
house cable terminal blocks in the 15th 
and M switchrooms. Brown submitted 
a full scale drawing illustrating his 
suggestion. 

His suggested change was to alter 
the bracket so as to make a swivel 
joint, “thereby letting the terminal 
block be tilted downward at about 45 
degrees.” This would result, he says, 
in making it easier and safer, with less 
chance of damaging trunk cables, to 
install and remove jumpers for traffic 
studies. 

Only material needed for the change 
are two bolts and nuts per bracket and 
Brown says the change could be done 
by an evening or night man in his 
spare time. 

Brown’s suggestion brought a $10 
award.

ACCIDENTS 


Are we taking them seriously enough? 


by JOHN S. REED 


The first of the year is time to take stock—to look 
back and see what we have accomplished in the past year 
in the way of off-the-job safety. Have we been safety 
conscious? Have we actively practiced safety at home, at 
play, and on the road as well as at work? 


Accident figures for 1964 are not yet available but we 
can refer to the 1963 statistics of the National Safety 
Council for data on on-the-job and off-the-job deaths and 
injuries to industrial workers in 1963. They are as follows: 


Class of Accidents Deaths Injuries 
On-the-job 14,200 2,000,000 
Off-the-job 31,700 2,300,000 
Total 45,900 4,350,000 


Off-the-job accidents include 19,100 deaths and 650,000 
injuries in traffic accidents. Home accidents were respon- 
sible for 6,000 deaths and 900,000 injuries while mishaps 
in public locations (including sports and recreational ac- 
tivities) accounted for 6,600 deaths and 800,000 injuries. 

Traffic accidents caused by far the greatest number of 
deaths and injuries. Slips and falls accounted for about 
one-half the injuries in the home and in public locations. 
Cuts and punctures were responsible for the next largest 
number of injuries in the home while sports activities 
ae the next largest number of injuries in public loca- 
ions. 

It is obvious that accidents occur more frequently away 
from work than on the job. This is attributed partly to the 
fact that the employees spend more time away from work 
than on the job. Actually, most companies have programs 
of training employees in safe ways to do their work. Ef- 
forts are made to fit the individual to the job, provide 
him with the proper tools, protective equipment and 
machines, and to train him to handle materials and tools 
in the proper manner. 

Away from work, the picture is different. The in- 
dividual is on his own and he must rely on his own 
common sense to avoid being involved in accident situa- 
tions. Fortunately if he has a good safety attitude, perhaps 
as the result of training on the job, he can apply accident 
prevention principles to his driving on streets, his home 
projects and maintenance, and his recreational activities. 
He can enlist the aid of other members of his family in 
applying the all-important safety principles in their daily 
activities. 

Off-the-job accidents, as well as those occurring on the 
job, are expensive for the Company, principally because 
of absenteeism which upsets the work schedule. The Com- 
pany also has to give the employee sick pay for the period 
of his absence. On his return, he may have to work part 
time or be assigned light work until he has recovered, 
with consequent loss of production to the Company. Other 
employees in his group may have to be assigned to take 
over his work in his absence and may possibly have to 
work overtime, adding to the cost. 

How did we as LT&T employees fare during 1964 in 
our efforts to prevent injuries in our off-duty activities? 


Last year, 58 off-the-job accidents were reported with a 
total of 428 days time lost. This year, as the tabulation 
on this page indicates, we had more accidents and more 
lost time, 76 mishaps with 809% days lost. Although the 
additional accident cases may be the result of better re- 
porting procedures, we certainly cannot accept the neces- 
sity for so many accidents happening to our people. 


Let’s develop the responsibility for preventing a need- 
less repetition of the mishaps that have occurred to LT&T 
folks as listed in the tabulation on How LT&T Employees 
were Injured in Off-the-Job Accidents in 1964. 


To summarize: 


1. Be safety conscious and actively practice safety in 
all our activities. 


2. Instill safety first principles in every member of our 
family. 


3. Do all we can to provide a safe home, be alert to 


safety in our recreational activities, and practice safe driv- 
ing.

AYBE YOU THINK we harp too 
i¥i much on safety. Maybe we do. 
Maybe we talk so much about it that 
we have a deaf ear turned our way. 

But if you were in our position, to 
see the pain, inconvenience, and pure 
grief caused by carelessness, you’d do 
quite of bit of harping on the subject 
too. 

Our last issue had a report on off- 
the-job accidents. We are concerned 
with these for two reasons. First, we 
hate to see our friends and co-workers 
suffer from the effects of an accident 
—the pain, possible loss of income, and 
perhaps disability or death. Second, 
this loss causes extra expense for the 
Company and extra work and trouble 
for other employees. 

We have even more dislike for on- 
the-job accidents. We don’t think there 
should be a job so important that it 
cannot be performed safely. 

Of course there is always the ‘“un- 
avoidable” accident — the one over 
which the victim had little control. But 
accidents are caused—and they can be 
prevented. 

Some safety experts hold strongly to 
the theory that a major injury has a 
“foundation” which may have been 
built up over a period of time. The 
foundation is exposure to accident. 

Theoretically, out of every 330 acci- 
dents of the same kind, one major in- 
jury will result. Or, putting it another 
way, for every major injury there will 
be 29 minor injuries and 300 no-injury 
accidents. 

You might say that you can get by 
with a safety slip-up 300 times before 
you get hurt. But of course it doesn’t 
work that way. You might get hurt the 
first time—or the first 30 times. 

The only reliable way to reduce ac- 
cident injuries is to reduce the number 
of minor accidents. And the way to 
decrease these is to eliminate unsafe 
actions so much as possible. 

It’s as simple as that. 

Eliminate the exposure to accident 
and you eliminate the accident injuries. 

Those who handle firearms have a 
rule which illustrates this. They say 
that if you never point your gun at 
another person you’ll never shoot any- 
body. And they advise following this 
rule whether the gun is loaded or un- 
loaded, assembled or partially disas- 
sembled, supposedly safe or ready to 
fire. 

Perhaps there is some way to adapt 
this rule to our work practices. 


T’S THE TALK of the town. 

Yessir! The Ericofon is the talk of 
the town throughout LT&T territory. 

“Talk of the Town” is the theme of 
our concentrated sales and advertising 
campaign to sell Ericofons. It will be 
carried on during the month of March 
only. 

As the campaign opens, a $5 service 
charge which has been in effect on the 
installation of Ericofons will be re- 
moved. The regular service connection 
charges will be applicable, however. 
In anticipation of the heavy demand 
for the Swedish styled telephones, the 
Company expects to have a supply of 
about 1,000 on hand. 

Employees who sell Ericofons can 
earn S&H Green Stamps. The plan will 
be similar to that conducted last Christ- 
mas. Commercial employees who are 
primarily concerned with customer 
contacts will earn 10 stamps per dollar 
of annual revenue. Plant employees 
whose customer contacts are regular, 
but a secondary part of their job will 
earn 15 stamps. All other employees 
who are not regularly in contact with 
customers will earn 20 stamps. 

If an Ericofon is sold as an extension, 
an extra bonus of stamps will apply. 

Preparing employees for the sales 
effort were a series of meetings which 
began Monday, February 8 and con- 
tinued through Friday, February 19. 
All Commercial and Plant employees 
regularly in contact with the public 
attended these meetings. 

Three representatives of North Elec- 
tric Company (distributors of the Eric- 
ofon) put on a slide presentation for 
our employees. They were Eric Parker, 
Dick Rehm, and Bob Neuman. 

Backing up the employees is a com- 
prehensive advertising program. These 
methods of boosting the sale of Eric- 
ofons are being used: 


. = 


1. Newspaper advertising in all news- 
papers in our operating territory. Teas- 
er ads were to be run the last two 
weeks in February and ads during the 
first four weeks in March. 

2. Radio commercials by all 10 sta- 
tions in our territory. These will be 
one-minute commercial spot announce- 
ments carrying out the “Talk of the 
Town” theme. 

3. Television commercials. These will 
be telecast from KOLN-TV; KGIN-TV 
and KHAS-TV during the first four 
weeks of March. 

4. Truck and car posters to supple- 
ment the standard truck poster. All 
company cars and trucks will bear a 
“Talk of the Town” poster for the dur- 
ation of the campaign. 

5. Office displays and posters in our 
commercial offices. Included will be a 
3 by 7 foot indoor pictorial poster. 


@ LT&T EMPLOYEES earned a 
total of 49,275 S&H Green Stamps 
in the Christmas sales program. 
Employees from all areas were 
represented among those earning 
the stamps. 

Top producer was Mrs. Donna 
Parrish of Lincoln, who sold 
Christmas gifts totalling $225 in 
annual revenue. 

All told, the Christmas cam- 
paigning resulted in $7,594.80 in 
added annual revenue and $1,- 
392.00 in service connection 
charges. 

Under the program, 284 resi- 
dence extensions were sold, as 
were 133 colored sets and 69 Star- 
lite phones. Fifty residence main 
services were sold as gifts. Others 
high on the list were 44 Ericofons 
and 15 jacks. 


These will be displayed between Feb- 
ruary 25 and March l. 

6. Name tags for employees in direct 
contact with customers. These, too, will 
have a “Talk of the Town” theme. 

7. Direct mail advertising to custom- 
ers. Used will be a giant size post 
card showing eight Ericofons and a 
descriptive folder.

It will 
be printed in two colors. 

9. Billing inserts with the “Talk of 
the Town” theme. These will be used 
from February 16 through March 11.

11. The Capitol Parkway sign in Lin- 
coln, the Car-Park display, and the 
windows of the vacated general office 
building at 14th & M will carry out 
the theme.

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LOST-TIME ACCIDENTS 


n Improvement Recorded

S TOLD ELSEWHERE in the News, two Plant Depart- 


The following is a brief review of the lost-time accidents 


the ground. It landed on the man, bruising his arms, 
neck and back. He lost 17 days’ time. 

10-16-64 A groundman was descending a pole. A wood 
sliver penetrated a hole in his glove and caused a punc- 
ture wound. Although he had prompt treatment from a 
local doctor, infection set in and it was necessary for the 
Company doctor to treat him. He lost 26 days’ time. 

10-24-64 A switchman was removing a teletype kit and 
tool box from his truck at the location of a trouble as- 
signment. In doing this, he bumped his abdomen with the 
tool box. That evening he felt discomfort and pain. A 
doctor was called and the man was taken to the hospital 
for surgery. He lost 20 days’ time. 

11-3-64 A janitor-subforeman was carrying a one-half 
inch electric drill when it slipped out of his hand. As it 
dropped, it struck his right leg inflicting abrasions and 
causing a blood clot. He lost 3 days’ time. 

Some accidents happen in a horrifying manner with 
serious injuries to the men involved. Others may appear to 
be minor because the mishap did not happen so spectacu- 
larly, yet the injured person may lose time from work be- 
cause the injury was worse than at first sight or it became 
more serious as the result of complications. In every case, 
the accident resulted in lost time, pain and discomfort and 
a period of distress for the family of the injured man. 

Certainly these accidents did not have to happen. A lit- 
tle more care in work procedures, a little more time to 
avoid short cutting, a little more common sense in handling 
equipment, and a little more thought to use protective 
equipment could have prevented these mishaps. 

Each Plant organization unit needs to strive to maintain 
its own safety record. To accomplish this, each individual 
in the unit tries to do his work in a safe manner. The 
supervisor does his share by setting an example of a 
healthy attitude to safety and by helping the employees to 
learn correct safe methods. In this way, the employees are 
assured of freedom from accidents which produce painful 
injuries, lost income, disrupted production and family 
worry and suffering. 

The Plant Department’s program includes placing safety 


posters at certain locations and issuing a monthly summary 
of accidents to Plant employees, both personal injury and 
motor vehicle, and a monthly “Safety Topics.” Accident 
prevention meetings are held once each month to discuss 
accident hazards on the job and methods of eliminating 
them. Sometimes, an outside organization may be invited 
to present a talk on work, home, or vehicle traffic hazards, 
or movie films on safety may be shown. 

Plant organization units that were free from lost-time 
accidents during the previous six month period are 
awarded certificates attesting to their effective preven- 
tion of accidents. Each certificate shows the number of 
months that the organization has had no _lost-time 
accidents. 

Besides the two organization units who won 25-year 
awards of honor, the next organization unit in order, 
Geneva Area employees under J. D. Adamson had 22% 
years of no disabling accidents. The fourth group, a con- 
struction crew under L. T. Piper has gone 15 years without 
a lost-time mishap. 

Tables of lost-time and no-lost-time accidents by areas 
and departments for the years of 1962, 1963 and 1964 are 
shown elsewhere on this page. Also shown are tabulations 
of accidents by causes and by classes of injuries for the 
three-year period. The last table indicates injuries to body 
parts by number, days lost, and cost for the years of 1962, 
1963 and 1964. These accident costs are doctor services, 
medication, hospitalization, together with benefit payments 
made by the Company to the injured employee. They are 
the direct expenses of injuries from accidents and do not 
include hidden costs attributable to the accidents which are 
higher and more severe in their effects. 

An important factor in accident prevention is the de- 
velopment of the right attitude in each employee toward 
job safety. Attitude is not a rule. It is developed in the 
individual as the result of right examples set by his super- 
visor and co-workers, good supervision and consistent 
patient training in Company approved practices. Safety 
is a way of life and everyone should be deeply aware of 
this fact.

‘ee IS BIGGER than ever, it was brought out at the 
annual meeting of the organization in January. For- 
mally known as the Lincoln Telephone Employes Co-opera- 
tive Credit Association, it set new records for loans and 
deposits and in several other categories. 

This was no great surprise to the officers or members 
of the Co-op, because new high levels have been reached 
annually for the past several years by Co-op. 

At the end of the year the record books said there were 
405 secured loans, 366 unsecured loans and 10 real estate 
loans. This compares to 607 secured loans, 611 unsecured 
loans and 7 real estate loans for the previous year—a drop 
in number. 

But the amount in loans was greater. The amount 
loaned increased by $68,429 to $610,855. Deposits increased 
also—by $17,313. At the end of 1964 they stood at $757,632. 
Certificate shares dropped by $310 to $22,410. The guar- 
antee fund was up $2,033 to $18,487. A surplus of $4,444 
was on hand, an increase of $1,616. The security fluctua- 
tion reserve increased $81 to $3,123. 

Total number of members at the end of the year was 
1,035 a decrease of 20 from the previous year. 

The new year brought some changes in the board of 
directors of Co-op. After approximately a quarter of a cen- 
tury, Kent Eno declined to run for re-election. And R. H. 
Spohn, who has been active in the organization since 1943 
and who has been president for a number of years, also 
chose to drop from the list of candidates.

INCREASED BENEFITS FOR TEMBA 


EMBERS OF THE Telephone Employees Mutual Ben- 

efit Association are paying a little more for their basic 
medical insurance coverage as of February 1. But they are 
also eligible for increased benefits under the plan. 

The major changes in the benefits and dues were ap- 
proved at the annual meeting of the organization on Jan- 
uary 23. Revisions are aimed at bringing the program more 
up to date. 

The major benefit changes are: 

1. Hospital room payments increased from $14.00 per 
day to $20.00 per day and the former 40-days per calendar 
year limitation removed. 

2. Additional hospital expense benefits revised to pay 
90 per cent of in-hospital charges prescribed for care and 
treatment of the sickness or injury. This replaces a fixed 
limit for operating room, anesthesia, laboratory, etc., pay- 
able under the previous plan. 

3. The only major changes in out-of-hospital benefits in- 
clude increasing the maximum payable for X-ray photo- 
graphs from $25.00 to $100.00 and for casts, splints and 
braces from $9.00 to $35.00. 

4. The operations schedule has been revised to reflect 
the higher fees now charged for most surgical operations. 

A detailed description of the changes has been sent to 
members of the organization. 

Monthly dues were revised as follows: 


Old Classification New 
2.50 member 4.00 
4.75 member & dependent wife 8.00 
4.00 member & dependent children 6.50 
6.25 member & both dependent 

wife and children 10.50 


Other changes in the program include the removal of 
limitations of maximum benefits payable on account of 
either dependent wife or dependent children. Dependent 
children are also now eligible for benefits after they are 
seven days old (instead of three months) and additional 
children are covered automatically if dues are then being 
paid for dependent children. 

New directors elected at the annual meeting are Joe 
Bruce, W. L. Clymer, L. G. Davis, I. E. Doran and Darlene 
Remmers. 


Officers were elected at a meeting of the directors. 

K. E. Versaw again heads TEMBA as president. J. W. 
Cruickshank is vice president; D. R. Swanson is treasurer; 
and Jack Geist is secretary. Appointed assistant treasurer 
was J. E. Geist and assistant secretary was Marie Vidlock. 

Membership in the insurance organization increased by 
eight during the year of 1964. At the close of the year it 
was 1,349. Again in 1964 the organization paid out more 
than it received. Total receipts came to $66,678.93 whereas 
total disbursements were $76,455.73 — a difference of 
$9,776.80. 

Total dues collected were $65,829.25 and total benefit 
payments made were $76,905.53. TEMBA also had some 
other income and some other expenses. It has an adequate 
reserve to absorb the deficit.

Ice Storm 


OR THE FIRST time in nearly two 

years, LT&T was battered by a seri- 
ous ice storm in January. A much wel- 
come (agriculturally) rainfall on Jan- 
uary 22, gradually changed into a very 
unwelcome (telephonically) freezing 
rain, followed by snow. 


By Saturday morning, January 28, 
lines, poles and highways were covered 
with a thick coating of weighty, slip- 
pery ice. Under these conditions it 
doesn’t take much wind to cause real 
serious trouble and soon telephone lines 
began to snap. 


The area of heaviest damage seemed 
to be in the area south of Hastings, ex- 
tending, roughly, from Bladen to Law- 
rence and Nelson, Clay Center and 
Fairmont. Lesser damage extended to 
the southern extremeties of our terri- 
tory; as far east as Dorchester; and 
north as far as the Beaver Crossing 
vicinity. 

Eighteen towns were isolated by the 
storm. They were the LT&T exchanges 
of Beaver Crossing, Clay Center, Cor- 
dova, Deweese, Edgar, Exeter, Fair- 
field, Friend, Guide Rock, Ruskin, Sut- 
ton and Western and the connecting 
company exchanges of Bladen, Byron, 
Campbell, Lawrence, Red Cloud and 
Riverton. Also isolated were the com- 
a of Angus, Mt. Clare, Nora and 

ak. 


At least 150 toll circuits and more 
than 225 rural circuits were out of ser- 
vice. Most of the damage from this 
storm was to lines. Only a relatively 
few poles broke under the strain of the 
ice. 

The task of restoring service required 
about four days of concentrated work 
by Construction crews and combina- 
tionmen teams. 

Tackling the service restoration job 
were 11 Construction crews and 13 two- 
man combinationman teams in addition 
to all local employees. 

All available Lincoln Construction 
men were dispatched to the area of 
trouble. Four crews were assigned 
south of Hastings, five to the Nelson- 
Superior region, and two to the Dor- 
chester-Geneva stretch. Later these last 
two crews went to Sutton. 


Eight two-man combinationman 
trucks from Lincoln and one each from 
Fairbury, Seward, Crete, York, and 
Beatrice moved in to help in the resto- 
ration of service—as soon as their own 
local storm trouble had been cleared. 


By Saturday night service was re- 
stored to nine of the exchanges. By 
Sunday evening another seven had 
been added to the list of “restored” 
towns. The remaining two were back 
in communciation with the outside 
world by noon Monday. 
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Hampering crews and slowing their 
travel to the scene of the worst storm 
trouble was the ice glazing on high- 
ways and roads. Even the dirt and 
gravel roads were covered with ice and 
were hazardous. 


But the Plant department employees 
responded in the true tradition of tele- 
phony, picking their way carefully over 
the ice covered roads and tackling the 
job of patching up the lines with as 
much haste as possible.

ETV Progress 


BIG STEP in the progress of Edu- 

cational Television in Nebraska 
was taken in January. On Monday, 
January 18, the ETV station KUON-TV 
went to a full power broadcast. 

Channel 12 is now expected to reach 
more than half of the state’s popula- 
tion. Broadcasting is from a tower lo- 
cated near Mead, Nebr. The antenna is 
reported to be 122 feet in length and is 
atop a tower 874 feet high. 

First program was a senior high 
school class in American literature, 
taught by Esther Montgomery. This 
program marked completion of the first 
phase of the state-wide ETV network. 

But why are we so interested in 
ETV? 

Besides having the normal interest of 
good citizens who want modern meth- 
ods of teaching in the schools, we tele- 
phone folks have a direct part in fur- 
nishing the programs. 

Telephone circuits are used to carry 
the KUON-TV programs from the stu- 
dios at the Lincoln campus to the 
broadcast tower rear Mead. 

A microwave circuit carries the 
broadcast the major portion of the way. 
The program is run by cable from the 
campus to the general equipment build- 
ing at 15th & M Streets in Lincoln. A

second microwave tower has been 
erected on the roof of the building and 
a dish on this tower beams the program 
to a flyswatter reflector mounted part 
way up the tall Mead tower. This re- 
flector bounces the microwave beam 
to a receiving dish and the program is 
channeled to the transmitter. 

Northwestern Bell and LT&T have 
agreed under contract to provide the 
inter-connections for the ETV network. 

ETV programs are beamed to a va- 
riety of students and are also designed 
to “teach the teacher.” The medium is 
described by some as the best means to 
keep the teacher abreast of new devel- 
opments. 

During the late afternoon and eve- 
ning hours, the programs are informa- 
tive and cultural, offering a service to 
more mature viewers. 

Nebraska was one of the early states 
to become interested and active in the 
ETV field. To be added to the network 
are channels 16 and 3, at a later date. 

The educational television program is 
described by eminent educators as solv- 
ing some of the problems faced in edu- 
cation and in assisting in solving some 
of the other problems. 

We are proud to have a part in fur- 
nishing this service to Nebraskans.

Suggestions are worth 


O YOU EVER get an idea on how 

to improve the operation of the 
Company or to save it money? Most 
of us do, at one time or another. 

If your idea is a good one, it may 
very well be worth money to you. 
Under an Employees’ Suggestion Plan, 
LT&T makes cash awards for good, 
usable ideas about the business. 

In recent months 11 employees have 
taken home checks received for their 
formal suggestions. This issue has a 
story about the latest two to receive 
such awards. 

What is a suggestion? The answer 
is not sharply defined, but we can give 
you a general idea. 

The idea must be original. A sugges- 
tion should be practical in its applica- 
tion and should be aimed at increasing 
revenue, improving service, bettering 
efficiency, reducing expenses, or in 
some way improving the general wel- 
fare of the Company or employes. 

To formally submit a suggestion you 
should obtain a suggestion form from 
your supervisor. It should be filled out, 
and, if it is necessary to clearly express 
your idea, the form should be accom- 
panied by drawings, charts or sketches 
illustrating the idea. 
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WO EMPLOYEES have received $15 
awards for suggestions made for use 
in the Plant Department. The awards 
were made in January by the Sugges- 
tion Committee. 

D. C. Eisenbarth received his check 
for a suggestion in connection with a 
tool to be used in removing channel 
or repeater units from their housing. 

E. P. Canarsky received his check for 
a suggestion regarding the measure- 
ment of the NE2 lamp. 

Mr. EKisenbarth, a resident of Platts- 
mouth, said in submitting his sugges- 
tion: 

“Until now the only method of re- 
moving a Channel Unit or Repeater 
Unit from its housing was by means of 
the piastic locks on either end of the 
Unit. Pulling on these plastic locks 
sometimes causes them to break.” 

To solve this problem, Eisenbarth 
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Then it should be sent by Company 
mail to the suggestion committee, Room 
024, 15th & M building, in Lincoln.

Although your name will be written 
on the application, the committee will 
not see it until after it is approved and 
an award made. This avoids any influ- 
ence of personality or acquaintance. 

In order that you won’t feel like your 
idea has been lost in a vast void of si- 
lence, receipt of your suggestion will be 
acknowledged right away. Suggestions 
are serially numbered in the order re- 
ceived and where there are duplica- 
tions, the first one is given priority.

If your suggestion is turned down 
you’ll be told the reason it was not ac- 
cepted. 

If it is adopted you will receive an 
award of at least $10 on which the 
taxes will already be paid. More valu- 
able suggestions, in terms of savings 
to the Company, bring larger awards. 

In making a suggestion you should 
use the regulation form. You should 
use a separate form for each suggestion. 
And you should present your idea as 
clearly and completely as possible. As 
mentioned above, you may attach ad- 
ditional material such as charts, draw- 
ings, computations, photo, etc. to the 
blank. 

Not accepted as suggestions are mi- 
nor innovations which an employee 
would be expected to make in the per- 
formance of his job. Nor are improve- 
ments accepted if they have been as- 
signed to an employee to originate. 

A suggestion must not duplicate an 
improvement already being considered. 

Remember, your idea must be work- 
able and it must have an advantage 
to the Company or to the welfare of 
its employees. 

A good idea could be worth cash to 
you.

devised a method and a tool. He reports 
that it saves time and prevents possible 
breakage. The tool clamps onto the 
repeater or channel unit between the 
housing and the ends of the unit. He 
says that if the removers are used in 
pairs, the unit can be quickly and easily 
removed with only one finger on each 
remover and with no chance of dam- 
age to the locks. 

He submitted samples of the remov- 
ers, which he pointed out could be 
easily and economically produced in 
the Company shop. 

Mr. Canarsky, who works in Lincoln, 
said in his suggestion that there has 
never been an accurate measurement 
of the NE2 lamp which is the most 
critical part of the SATT detection cir- 
cuit. He said: 

“A resistor can go bad and still only 
drop the firing current a small amount. 


A broken wire or an open or crossed 
taper tab, or a bad transistor can easily 
be located ... but a weak or poor NE2 
lamp is not so easily detected with the 
method we had available.” 

“After working on DDD for a couple 
of weeks I saw that it was not only 
possible but extremely easy to measure 
the NE2 lamp with a simple voltmeter.” 

He said that the previous method of 
testing was not reliable and a bad lamp 
would sometimes test okay. But by 
proper use of the voltmeter it is pos- 
sible to detect plainly a bad bulb. 

Canarsky said that his efforts and 
tests have proved the lamp to be a 
main source of trouble with this equip- 
ment. 

In both cases the $15 awards are the 
full amount received by the employees. 
As in all suggestion awards, taxes are 
paid by the company.

QUARTER OF a century without a 
A lost-time accident! 

That is the record established by two 
of LT&T’s employee groups. The Sut- 
ton employees, Jack Mankamyer area 
manager, and the 48th & South group 
under George Albury have each com- 
piled this commendable record of 
safety. 


This is not to say that either of the 
groups has been entirely accident free.

The Plant Department Accident pro- 
gram was started in 1940 and these two 
employees group have been without a 
lost-time accident ever since its in- 
ception. They probably have had more 
than 25 years of accident-free work, 
but not officially. 

Mankamyer and Albury were hon- 
ored at a special luncheon conducted 
Monday February 8 at the University 
Club in Lincoln. They were presented 
with impressive wooden plaques attest- 
ing to the safety record of their groups. 
These will be mounted in a conspicuous 
place in the 48th & South office and the 
Sutton building. 

Merle M. Hale, Company vice presi- 
dent, was master of ceremonies at the

could be a tax advantage if the bonds 
were in his name, with myself as 
beneficiary, and want to know if 
these bonds can be re-issued. 

Answer: Yes; however you would be 
required to report and pay Federal 
income tax on interest that has ac- 
crued on the bonds up until the 
time of the change in ownership.

Question: When is the most advisable 
or advantageous time to exchange E

Answer: Whenever a need for current 
income arises, most commonly at re- 
tirement time. Through such an ex- 
change, the principal is retained in-

Visit LT&T 


WO TELEPHONE engineers from 
India recently spent eight weeks in 
Lincoln observing the working of the 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany. 

They are V. R. Venugopal, director 
of telegraphs and telephones for the 
state of Madras and K. L. Reddi, who 
serves in a staff capacity in the Minis- 
try of Posts of Telegraphs in New 
Delhi. 

Sponsoring their study tour of six 
months in the United States is the 
Agency for International Development 
in Washington. While on this tour, the 
two Indians hope to gather information 
about management and _ operational 
techniques used in telephony in Amer- 
ica. 

The telephone system in India, with 
700,000 stations in the entire country, 
is owned and operated by the govern- 
ment. They expect a_ tremendous 
growth in the telephone service in the

near future. Nationwide subscriber 
dialing is to be introduced shortly in 
India and Venugopal and Reddi were 
intensely interested in studying our 
DDD switching and its associated com- 
ponents. 

The telephone system in India now 
has mostly the Strowger step-by-step 
type of switching. However, plans have 
been made to change over to crossbar 
Switching to permit introduction of 
nationwide dialing. India is now pro- 
ducing most of its own telephone 
equipment and cable. 

Venugopal has three children, girls 
14 and 3 years of age and a boy, 10. 
Reddi has four youngsters, boys 12, 8 
and 6 years of age and a girl, 10. 

Their stay in this country has re- 
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quired them to become adjusted to 
severe weather. In South India the 
temperature rarely falls below 75 de- 
grees and in the north it drops only to 
slightly below freezing. When they 
first arrived in Lincoln shortly before 
Christmas they were greeted by some 
9-below-zero weather. 

We trust the warmth of the welcome 
they received has made up for the 
frigid temperatures. 

Before leaving, the two Indians asked 
the Telephone News to convey the 
greetings and good wishes of the offi- 
cers and staff of the Indian Posts and 
Telegraphs department of the govern- 
ment of India to the management and 
employees of the Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company.

MID THE TALK and planning of the 
administration for reductions in 
taxes this year, the long-standing “tem- 
porary” tax on telephone service seems 
to be forgotten. It has not been over- 
looked however. Instead of “forgetting” 
about it, federal planners are thinking 
about making it permanent! 

The plain truth of the matter is that 
the telephone tax brings in too much 
money at too little cost and trouble to 
the government. Uncle Sam’s total 
“take” on the combined local and toll 
service tax will exceed $1 billion dollars 
in 1965, according to an editorial in the 
February 13 issue of Telephony. 

Although this is a tax directly on 
the consumer, that is the user of tele- 
phone service, the collectors of this tax 
are the various telephone companies. 

What about this “temporary” tele- 
phone tax? 

The excise tax on long distance calls 
was put into effect in 1932 to help pav 
for federal depression programs. The 
tax on local service was originated in 
1941 to cut down civilian use of vital 
telephone lines during the war. 

What about other “temporary” exX- 
cise taxes? 

The World War II excise taxes on 
local transportation and electrical ser- 
vice have ended. Excise taxes on cer- 
tain luxury items has been reduced 
and now the administration is agreeing 
to eliminate altogether the “nuisance” 
taxes on jewelry, cosmetics, furs and 
other luxuries. 

Why are we opposed to the telephone 
tax? After all it is not imposed on the 
Company, but on the people who use 
telephone service. They are the ones 
who pay. 

We don’t like it because it is a tax 
on a necessary household utility. There 
is no such tax on electricity, water or 
gas. Furthermore, it is a burden on 
those who can least afford to pay taxes 
—that is the aged, widowed, disabled, 
and retired people. These folks need 
telephone service the most, yet usually 
have the least income to pay a burden- 
some tax. 

Then, we think that the government, 
not private business, should collect 
taxes. There is considerable extra effort 
in figuring and billing this tax—which 
could better be devoted to providing 
good telephone service. 

Won’t you urge your congressman to 
help repeal this unfair tax? 


Blizzard 
Piles Up 
Trouble 


ARCH CAME IN like a lion in 
LT&T territory this year. And 
with it came trouble for a sizeable por- 
tion of our Company. A combination 
of bad weather piled up to produce the 
difficulty. 

Although most of the LT&T territory 
was blasted by a blizzard, the Wahoo 
area seemed to be singled out by Old 
Man Weather for special treatment. A 
freezing rain preceded the snow in 
that area and telephone lines were soon 
coated with ice. 

Then came the blizzard, with the 
strong winds and snow. Many of the 
telephone lines snapped. Poles came 
tumbling down. And when telephone 
men tried to go out and repair the dam- 
age they found the roads blocked by 
bad drifts. 

For many hours it was impossible to 
get to the scene of the damage. Snow 
plow crews found the roads were drift- 
ing shut right behind them and it was 
useless to clear roads. There was even 
danger that if the big machines ever 
stopped they would get snowed in and 
stuck themselves. 

Forty-six toll circuits went out of 
service at Lincoln during the night of 
February 28, causing the community of 
Adams in the northeast portion of Gage 
county to be isolated until 8 am. 
March 1. 

In the Wahoo area 50 toll and ex- 
tended area circuits went out of ser- 
vice as a half inch of ice accumulated 
on the lines. About 50 rural lines were 
also out in the Wahoo area. However, 
local service did not fail in any ex- 
change. 

Magnifying the communications dif- 
ficulties was the fact that the power 
system was also having trouble. Storm- 
torn power lines also failed. Power was 
off in several communities. Mead, 
Ithaca and Waverly were out, but re- 
stored to commercial power during the

day March 1. Greenwood and Ceresco 
were without electricity until about 
11 p.m. 


Emergency generators went into 
Operation at Ceresco, Waverly and 
Greenwood, keeping the telephone bat- 
teries up to the required charge. 


Most of the trouble was on East and 
West leads. But for a time repair crews 
were unable to get to them. The high- 
way east and west from Wahoo was 
blocked until 9 or 10 a.m. on March 2. 


In one instance, construction men 
walked a mile through a drifted road

Eight construction crews and com- 
binationmen from Lincoln and David 
City were required to clean up the 
trouble. Exchanges were back in service 
early the next day and all of the cir- 
cuits were back in operation by noon 
of March 3. 

Worst damage was to the Cedar 
Bluffs farm lines. About 12 to 15 poles 
were broken by the force of the storm. 

There was also storm damage in 
David City, Seward and Crete, in ad- 
dition to that in Lincoln and Wahoo 
areas.

He started his 
career with LT&T as 
a groundman at 
Waco in May of 1917 
at the rate of $2.60 
a day — adequate 
compensation for the 
times. In a few

moted to combinationman and was 
working at York. In the next few years 
he worked in this capacity at Stroms- 
burg and Geneva as well as York. 

In the spring of 1918 Ernie resigned 
to go back to work on the farm, but 
after a couple of months of farm work

Toll Reductions Are Made 


@ NEW REDUCTIONS in the cost of 
long distance telephone calls are to go 
into effect April 1. They will be in 
addition to the lower evening and night 
rates which took effect February 1. 

The April reductions are on daytime 
station-to-station calls of 601 or more 
miles. Rate reductions will range from 
five to 25 cents for the initial three 
minute period. The rate applies from 
4:30 am. to 6 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. 

February 1 a new evening long dis- 


tance rate was instituted. It offers sav- 
ings on station-to-station calls and ap- 
plies during the evening hours from 
6 to 8 o’clock. It also applies all day 
Saturday. 

At the same time, the lowest night 
rates were changed to go into effect at 
8 o'clock (instead of 9) and to also 
apply all day Sunday. These rates apply 
to station-to-station calls. 

Night rates are lower than the eve- 
ning rates on interstate calls to points 
221 or more airline miles away. 
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Snowstorm Brings Out

OUTHEASTERN Nebraskans had 

little inkling the afternoon and eve- 
ning of February 10 what trials were 
soon to face them. Sure, there was a 
forecast for some snow and cold 
weather, but what’s unusual about 
that? 

Nothing in the forecast could have 
hinted at the drama which was about to 
unfold—a drama of devotion to duty 
and commitment to providing commu- 
nications through the most trying of 
conditions. 

When LT&T folks arose Thursday 
morning February 11, they found a 
heavy accumulation of snow on the 
ground and more of the stuff rapidly 
piling up. It had all the makings of a 
record snowstorm— which indeed it 
turned out to be. 

Telephone people employed in Traffic 
and Plant departments rose to meet the 
challenge. They realized that it was 
vital that they make every effort to 
get to work. Their services would be 
even more urgently needed than on an 
ordinary day. 

Indicative of the transportation prob- 
lem which faced them was the fact that 
in Lincoln the major downtown stores 
were unable to open. The employees 
couldn’t get to work and even if they 
could have, there would have been no 
customers. It was the first time in the 
memory of some long-time business- 
men that the weather had caused such 
a widespread store closing. 

But telephone people are a tough lot. 
A surprisingly large number of them 
made it to work on time or only a 
little late. Some were able to drive 
down by reason of good driving skill 
and some luck in living on the right 
streets. A few Lincoln early birds 
caught city busses before that means 
of transportation ground to a halt.Some 
slogged their way through the deepen- 
ing snow on foot. 

It was a record breaking snowfall. 
In Lincoln, it was reported that 17 
inches of snow fell in 20 hours. Approx- 
imately 20 inches was on the ground, 
although it was deeper in some spots. 

Around Beatrice and Fairbury the

snowfall was even heavier and the 
transportation problem more _ acute. 
Over the LT&T territory highways were 
blocked and in many cases those who 
lived in rural areas or in towns apart 
from their jobs were just plain snowed 
in. 
As Thursday morning opened the big 
Lincoln Traffic department found itself 
badly undermanned. Perhaps 50 opera- 
tors were at the boards and it was an 
occasion which called for a full contin- 
gent of them. Other toll centers were 
in the same boat. 

The Plant Department immediately 
set up a “taxi service.” They dispatched 
trucks to go get operators and haul 
them to their jobs at the various toll 
centers through our territory. 

In the meantime, in Lincoln, former 
operators were called from General 
Traffic and other departments and put 
to work at the operating boards. As 
Plant’s taxi service began to hum, more 
operators came in and soon the worst 
of the emergency was taken care of. 

But there were other problems. Al- 
though the early morning snowfall was 
sufficient to choke traffic, the snow 
didn’t let up. It continued through the 
day and it became apparent that those

who managed, with difficulty, to get 
to their jobs would have even more 
trouble getting home. 

In many instances employees not en- 
gaged in jobs directly vital to providing 
communications were dismissed early. 
In some cases they had to be taken 
home by truck. 

Then there was the problem of feed- 
ing and housing those who were at 
the offices. It was apparent that many 
of them would not be able to go home. 
Emergency arrangements were made 
for food. And, especially in Lincoln, 
blocks of hotel rooms were reserved 
for operators and Plant personnel who 
would be sticking close to their jobs 
through the emergency. 

The telephone wires were kept busy, 
too. The storm caused the expected 
rush of calling. People stuck by the 
snow had to make contact with their 
families and employers. Changes in 
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business plans had to be made. And so 
forth. 

Fortunately, although the storm was 
hard on people, it was not particularly 
hard on telephone equipment, other 
than the motor vehicles. Towns isolated 
from highway travel still had telephone 
service. 

By Friday the snow had stopped 
falling, but the big job of digging out 
continued. It was fortunate that some 
of the employees stayed in hotels over- 
night. They would have had another 
difficult time getting away from home 
on Friday. 

Some employees were snowbound at 
home for a day and a half. Others were 
more fortunate. 

But the February 11 snowstorm wil] 
long be remembered as an example of 
the devotion to duty of those telephone 
folks who must be on duty if there is 
to be telephone service.

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REVENUES 


Operating income in 1964 was $18,- 
185,500—an increase of $1,172,500 over 
the previous year. This amounts to a 
6.89% raise in revenues. But this is not 
the whole picture. Operating expenses, 
excluding taxes, were also up—to a to- 
tal of $11,273,565. This was an increase 
of 4.33%. Federal, state and local taxes 
were $3,296,81l1—an increase of 7.9% 
from the previous year. 


PLANT 


Investment in Plant again increased 
during 1964. By the end of the year the 
value was $71,788,523 with net addi- 
tions of $4,545,479 during 1964. Plant 
under construction was valued at $456,- 
707. Put another way, the Plant invest- 
ment per employee amounted to a 
whopping $49,819. 

There were dial conversions at Ne- 
braska City, Wymore and Superior in 
1964. Dial switchboards at Elk Creek, 
Milligan and Panama were also re- 
placed. And 1,000 lines were added at 
Hastings; 100 lines at Sutton and Heb- 
ron; and 40 lines at Sterling. Toll cir- 
cuits were increased by 111, of which 
80 were between toll centers and 31 be- 
tween toll centers and tributaries. Fif- 
teen extended area service circuits were 
installed. 


Dial mobile telephone service was 
placed in operation at Pawnee City and 
Tecumseh and equipment for this type 
of service was installed at Beatrice. 

At the end of the year, 124 of the 
Company’s 126 exchanges were dial 
operated. Eighty-nine were equipped 
for Direct Distance Dialing and nearly 
97% of the Company’s phones were dial 
operated. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Last year saw a 28.77% increase in 
the cost of construction for a total of 
$6,509,392 which is an increase of 
$1,454,258 over the previous year. 

The breakdown shows that $242,684 
went into land and buildings; $2,445,- 
639 into central office equipment; 
$2,050,815 into station equipment; 
$1,599,622 into outside plant and $140,- 
631 into general equipment. 

A new Construction department 
building at Hastings was completed 
during the year and sites for similar 
buildings were purchased at Nebraska 
City and Beatrice. A new $100,000 ex- 
change building at Crete was com- 
pleted in August of 1964 and central 
office equipment installation started 
during the year. Ground was broken 
late in the year for a new exchange 
building at Fairbury. At Talmage 
ground was bought and a new ex- 
change building completed. Also, land 
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ANNUAL 


was purchased at Lincoln and Wahoo 
for future expansion and microwave 
repeater sites were bought at Eagle, 
Falls City, Nebraska City and Table 
Rock. These repeater sites are in con- 
nection with a proposed Lincoln-Kan- 
sas City microwave installation. 
Because of highway improvements, 
the Company had to set 1,780 new 
poles, move 6,653 poles and remove 
1,885 of the “sticks” besides doing cable 


and wire work in connection with the 
line changes. 


STATIONS 


Again there was a gain in Company 
stations. This time the increase was 
6,790—833 greater than last year’s. This 
brings the total stations to 171,735 and 
it was the largest increase since the 
period immediately following World 
War II when a backlog of orders was 
being filled. 

The breakdown shows that there are 
120,589 main station phones, 15,620 pri- 
vate exchange stations, and 35,526 ex- 
tensions. 

At the end of the year the average 
plant In service per average Company 
station amounted to $417.67. There 


were 5,230 manual phones and 166,505 
dial instruments. 


NEW SERVICES 


One of the aims of LT&T is to pro- 
vide modern service to its customers. 
Last year there were several good ex- 
amples of this effort. One was that 
when the Twin Towers dormitory was 
completed for Nebraska University, 
there were two telephone lines into 
every room. Thus each student living 
there can have his own phone. 

Another example was the pay station 
trailer which went into service. This is 
a small and very mobile trailer on 
which are permanently mounted six 
pay stations, plus a coin changer and 
a rack of telephone directories. It is de- 
signed to be placed at locations where 
there is a large crowd temporarily, 
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REPORT

such as at fairs, conventions, athletic 
events, etc. 

LT&T also had a hand in providing 
a new cardiology service for some hos- 
pitals in our territory. Telephone lines 
are used to transmit data to large city 
diagnostic centers. An actual cardio- 
gram can be sent instantly and thus be 
analyzed quickly by a specialist in a 
large city hospital. 

A new fire board was installed for 
the Lincoln fire department. This piece 
of equipment was engineered and con- 
structed by LT&T personnel—tailor- 
made for the particular needs of the 
Lincoln department. 


TRAFFIC 


The traffic load continued to rise in 
1964. The total number of toll calls was 
8,065,607—of which 2,094,429 were 
DDD. The gain in toll calling was about 
700,000 over 1963’s 7,468,000. 

Use of Direct Distance Dialing con- 
tinued to increase as this facility was 
opened up to more customers and its 
utility made apparent to those who had 
not previously made much use of it. 

Toll revenues for 1964 amounted to 
$6,382,940—an increase over the pre- 
vious year of 9.44%. Back in 1955 the 
figure was $3,563,804. 


EMPLOYEES 


At the end of the year there were 
1,441 employees. Of these, 80 were part 
time and 1,361 full time employees. The 
total payroll for the year was a huge 
$7,596,744. 

During the year approximately 374 
persons were hired by LT&T. Another 
120 transfers from one department to 
another were made. 

Six active employees were claimed 
by death in 1964. They were A. R. Bal- 
derson, who passed away January 14; 
Harold Brady, March 9; Evelyn Clouse, 
March 13; A.B. “Ot” Gorman, April 15; 
Elmer Dougherty, May 8; and Kathryn 
Owens, May 12. 

Three employees were awarded the 
Frank H. Woods Certificate of Merit 


for noteworthy actions in helping at the 
scenes of three different auto acci- 
dents. They were C. S. Whittington, 
Carl P. Franzen, and Wayne Higgins. 


RETIREES 


Twenty-two employees retired on 
pension during 1964. They were hon- 
ored November 19 at a retirement ban- 
quet conducted by the Company. 

Retirees were Lillian K. Bader, Lil- 
lian M. Baker, H. W. Cane, R. J. Don- 
aldson, J. H. Hartley, L. C. Hutchison, 
A. C. King, F. F. Kubat, Lillian R. Lin- 
den, Lavina I. McElroy, Helen K. Pier- 
son, A. K. Robison, Margaret M. San- 
burg, J. A. Schellenberg, L. P. Schlentz, 
W. Schuman, Hattie F. Staley, Jose- 
phine M. Tieskoetter, Alys E. White, 
P. A. Wilkinson, and L. C. Williams. 

The years of experience of these re- 
tirees totalled up to 751 and averaged 
out at 34 years of service each. The 
actual range was from 20 years to 49. 

Fifteen retirees were claimed by 
death in 1964.

INSURANCE 


The Company-paid major medical 
insurance which covers all employees 
proved to be an important benefit in 
1964. A total of 188 claims were paid 
by this insurance. The total of expenses 
paid for employees by the coverage 
amounted to $43,869.76. 

TEMBA, the employee insurance 
plan to provide basic coverage for hos- 
pital, surgical and medical expenses, 
also paid a great many costs incurred 
by employees and their dependents. 
TEMBA is an employee organization 
providing health insurance at a mini- 
mum cost. 


There were 471 claims filed by pri- 
mary members with payments totalling 
$40,958.63. Another 510 claims were 
filed in behalf of dependents with $34,- 
636.90 in payments made. 


HEALTH 


As in past years, the Company again 
offered free anti-influenza inoculations 
to employees and retired employees 
who wanted them. Over 550 employees 
took advantage of the offer. 

In Lincoln, the inoculations were ad- 
ministered by Company Doctor L. E. 
Finney on September 14 and 16. LT&- 
T’ers in the rest of the territory re- 
ceived shots from local doctors on an 
individually scheduled basis. 

In addition, many of the LT&T folks 
purchased vitamins through the Com- 
pany at the bargain rate of $1.25 for a 
bottle of 100 capsules. 


SPORTS 


Most popular sport among those spon- 
sored by the Company for employees 
was bowling. In Lincoln, LT&T’ers had 
their own league with 12 teams for the 
men and six for the women. There were 
also Company-sponsored teams in sev- 
eral other communities. LT&T paid 
the cost of sanction fees and provided 
shirts and blouses for the bowlers. 

There were also company-sponsored 
bowling tournaments in the spring with 
banquets afterwards for both men and 
women bowlers. 

A “Nebraska Telephone Bowling 
Match” with a Bell team from Omaha 
has become a tradition and was held 
again last year. 

Also sponsored were Club Room 
tournaments, basketball, and spring 
and fall golf tournaments. 


EDUCATIONAL 


Plant classes were continued during 
1964. Fourteen of the Substation and 
Outside Plant classes were graduated 
during the year. Six Central Office 
Equipment classes were graduated. 
Both of these courses are designed to 
teach four students at a time. 


An annual “Human Relations Round- 
up” which serves as a refresher course 
for those who have taken the class in 
Human Relations, was conducted in 
1964. The all-day session was held in 
Lincoln and was attended by graduates 
of the 17 classes which have been held. 


SOCIAL ACTIVITIES 


Twice each year telephone employees 
have a chance to get together with fel- 
low workers and their spouses or fam- 
ilies. The occasions are the annual 
Company-wide picnic, held each sum- 
mer and the Company Christmas par- 
ties held in each exchange in Decem- 
ber. 

In 1964 the picnic was held on July 
18 at the State Fairgrounds in Lincoln. 
There was a “Hillbilly” theme and 
many of those attending showed up in 
appropriate costume. 

Christmas parties last year were con- 
ducted in every area and several ex- 
changes. 

Both of these activities served to per- 
mit employees to become better ac- 
quainted and to meet each others fami- 
lies. 


BENEFITS 


Many so-called fringe benefits are 
available to LT&T employees and these 
have grown to a point where it is no 
longer proper to call them “fringe.” 
Perhaps the biggest of them is the ser- 
vice pension. 

During 1964 the Company paid $501,- 
816 into the pension fund. The amount 
that must be put in is figured by a 
complicated method which involves ac- 
tuarial tables and wage and salary lev- 
els. At the end of 1964 there were 239 
retired employees on pension. 

But there are other benefits. For in- 
stance, the Company paid $28,803.26 for 
such varied things as accident disabil- 
ity expenses, accident benefits, disabil- 
ity pensions and benefit payments to 
inactive employees. 

These and other items add up to an 
employee benefit program which is an 
important and substantial addition to 
the regular paycheck which each em- 
ployee receives. 


TS THE EXTRA 
THAT COUNTS 


LT&T proves what it is made of when called upon to 
provide out-of-the-ordinary phone service to its cus- 
tomers. These needs are met through the use of inge- 
nuity, umagination and clever telephonic innovations. 


HEN YOU DO your day-to-day job 

well, nobody pays much attention. 
This is what is expected of you, and 
rightly so. It is when you successfully 
handle an unusual task or assignment 
that people sit up and take notice. 

As it is with people, so it is with 
companies. When a firm, such as the 
telephone company, performs the rou- 
tine services well, the public is inclined 
to say “That’s what they are supposed 
to do.” But when the company rises to 
meet an unusual need of special ser- 
vice, then we get the bouquets. 

LT&T is proud of the way its em- 
ployees meet this challenge of provid- 
ing special “‘customized” service when 
the need arises. All departments join 
in to provide good service. 

It is this spirit of helpfulness ex- 
pressed by so many of our employees 
that has made our company successful 
and one of the best in the nation. 

But it takes certain “mechanics” to 
successfully be helpful. There must be 
a system and method of meeting these 
unusual requests for service. We'd like 
to tell you just how it happens. 


rP\HE MOST recent example is the way 

the Company stepped in to provide 
the Lincoln Fire Department with a 
new fire board. There have been other 
instances, such as the closed circuit TV 
system installed in Union Savings and 
Loan and the specialized telephone sys- 


tem for some of the King’s drive-ins. 


All of these were unusual in that the 
needs of the customer had to be deter- 
mined, custom equipment designed and 
fabricated in our own shops, and the 
installation made by us. None were 
“plug-in” items which could be ordered 
as units, assembled and installed. 


. When a customer does need such spe- 
cial service our Company first learns 
of it when he contacts the Commercial 
department. Most likely he’ll call and 
say that he’s seen or read about a cer- 
tain type of telephone service and he 
wants something like it. Or sometimes 
he knows what he wants the equipment 
to do and asks for this. 

For instance, when the first inquiry 
was made in regard to a new fire board 
for Lincoln, the local fire officials 
asked if they could have something like 
that installed in a nearby city. This in- 
Stallation had features they wanted. 
Later on they heard of an installation 
In another mid-west city which had 
other desirable features. 


HE COMMERCIAL department then 
had to call in the Engineering de- 
partment and conferences were held 
with representatives of the fire depart- 
ment. It is the Commercial depart- 
ment’s job to obtain the costs, determine 
the rates and so forth. Engineers fur- 
nish the pricing figures from which 
the Commercial department can figure 
the costs. 
In instances of this type the Com- 
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mercial department acts as the “con- 
tact” with the customer and as a Co- 
ordinator of the efforts to work out a 
satisfactory service. 


Commercial must be sure the rate 
arrived at covers the investment and 
other costs to the company. If a cus- 
tomer requests some special features, 


The Commercial department must call con- 
ferences with the customer and engineers. 


it must be determined if these are pos- 
sible and then the tariff on these fea- 
tures must be explained. 

Through all of these negotiations the 
Commercial department must try to 
keep the customized system as much as 
possible in conformity with other tele- 
phone practices. 


Often LT&T men can suggest addi- 
tional features that the customer hadn’t 
thought of or an improved feature. 


OR INSTANCE, The Lincoln firemen 

asked if they could have some sort 
of signal on the board that would show 
if each truck was in or out of its stall. 
LT&T engineers began thinking up 
ways that this might be done. 

Although Commercial is the main 
contact with the customer, other de- 
partments have a big part in arranging 
for such special equipment. All must 
work in close cooperation. 

For the Engineering department, the 
first step is to refer to manufacturers 
to see if something is already available 
which will do the job. New equipment 
is constantly being devised and some- 
times a standardized component will do 
the job. 

In the case of the fire department 
requirements, this was not true. The 
fire officials needed more than one 
path of communications to every loca- 
tion in their network. They also wanted 
to be able to reach each fire barn either 
individually or simultaneously as they 
might wish at the time. They wanted 
to keep track of which trucks were in 
the barns. They wanted a console type 
board, but didn’t want to put up cords. 
They wanted a paging system. 

Then, as Engineers and Commercial 
department men met with the firemen 
a need to coordinate the telephone 
equipment with Notifier components 
developed. 


NGINEERS HAD to design circuits, 

figure out what relays, lamps, keys, 
etc. would be needed. Then they had 
to design a physical mounting arrange- 
ment that would fit into the space 
available. 


At this point they began to confer 
with the Plant department. Conferring 
with the Shop the Engineers made 
changes as needed. 


As things worked out, the fire board 
was the center cabinet of a console 
which included Notifier equipment. 


Although the cabinet company which 
furnished the console had a stock panel 
that would fit exactly into place, it was 
made of steel. It would have required 
special tools for our shop to make the 
various openings and slots required. 


So the LT&T shop used an aluminum 
panel. Holes and slots were cut and 
hand fitted to be in perfect alignment. 
Then the back had to be braced to keep 
it rigid. 

As is always the case, provision had 
to be made so that the equipment could 
be serviced. In this instance it was ar- 
ranged so that it could be worked on 
from the front. This required consider- 
able ingenuity on the part of the shop 
so that everything would fit. 


HE PANEL was hinged to open. 
Other components had to be hinged 
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Engineers must figure out what is needed and 
design circuits and physical layout. 


or swiveled so that they could be un- 
fastened for access. 

These various problems of what ser- 
vice to provide, what equipment to use, 
what type of circuits would be best, 
and how to physically fit it all into an 
attractive, compact package were all 
worked out after many meetings and 
conferences among the various depart- 
ments involved. 
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A similar procedure was followed in 
the case of the Videx installation at 
Union Loan and Savings and the tele- 
phone systems in King’s several years 
ago. 

This all takes time. For instance, in 
the case of the Lincoln fire board, the 
changes were first talked about in 1959. 
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The Shop must often custom-build the equip- 
ment to certain specifications, using hand fitting. 


Early in 1963 LT&T began working out 
the actual board and by July 1963 had a 
request to do the job. In February of 
1964 we had an actual approval and it 
was some months later before it was 
actually installed. 

Final step for one of these custom 
installations is the actual putting in 
place, done by installers in the Wire 
Chief’s department. Often on the spot 
changes or minor alterations must be 
made. 


N THE CASE of the fire board, the 

Videx installation and some others, 
the equipment was truly custom de- 
signed, made and fitted by LT&T. For 
instance, even the battery rack for the 
fire board was custom made in our 
blacksmith shop. And the key and lamp 
slots and holes were hand-filed and fit- 
ted. 

Ingenuity is required all along the 
line, from the Commercial men who 
must meet and anticipate the cus- 
tomer’s needs and guide the end result 
into as much conformity with current 
practices as possible, through the En- 
gineers who must find or devise the 
equipment and means to do the job, to 
the Plant men who often must fabri- 
cate the equipment, cabinets, etc., and 
install them in the space available. 

Cooperation is also needed among the 
departments involved so that the cus- 
tomer may get the service he needs 
and wants. 

It is in these cases of special or un- 
usual needs that our Company can rise 
and shine as an example of an excep- 
tional organization. LT&T is proud of 
the many times our folks have met 
these challenges and solved a knotty 
communications problem for one of our 
customers.

Rauch has been teaching at a Denver 
school. When a student in one of his 
classes collapsed Rauch sent a mes- 
senger to call parents and a doctor, 
then applied artificial respiration and 
massaged over her heart. The child’s 
breath returned. 


The doctor said the girl’s life was 
saved by Rauch’s action. 


Rauch has worked for LT&T several 
times during the past 10 years. He was 
first employed in December of 1953. 
His latest term of service, during which 
he completed work on a college degree, 
ended in July of 1964 when he went to 
Colorado. He is now working for a 
master’s degree in elementary educa- 
tion.

QUIZ 


Question: Will I be able to take my 
Federal income tax refund in Savings 
Bonds next year? I have done this for 
the past two years and find it a 
handy way to save. 

Answer: Yes; the tax return you must 
file before April 15, 1965, contains a 
line to check if you desire your re- 
fund in Series E Savings Bonds. On 
Form 1040, space is provided on Line 
21 of page 1; on Form 1040A, the 
space to check is in Item 11. Your 
refund will consist of a bond of the 
largest denomination that can be 
purchased from the total amount of 
your refund, plus a check for the dif- 
ference. 

Question: I own a $1,000 (face value) 
Series E Bond purchased in June, 
1942. Can you tell me what this bond 
is worth and is it continuing to draw 
interest? 

Answer: In December, 1964, your bond 
was worth $1,500, or exactly twice 
what it cost you. Under existing 
regulations, it will continue to earn 
interest until June, 1972, when its 
value will be $1,981.60. 

Quest'on: I am a widow buying Sav- 
ings Bonds regularly under the Pay- 
roll Savings Plan. Can I have these 
bonds issued in my name and the 
name of my church endowment fund, 
either as co-owner or beneficiary? 

Answer: The answer is no. The only 
authorized form of co-owner or ben- 
eficiary registration is in the names 
of natural persons. Savings Bonds 
may be issued in the names of 
fiduciaries, private or public organ- 
izations (except banks), but in single 
ownership form only.

E WERE astounded to read recently 
about an electronics factory in the 
United States which has set up new 
quality goals. Surprising to us was the 
fact that their goal is now “Zero De- 
fects.” That is, they’ll be satisfied with 
nothing less than perfection. 
This is quite a goal, perhaps impos- 
sible to achieve over any extended 
period. 


But we wonder if it is wrong to set 
up a goal of perfection. Probably not. 
If you set any lesser goal, the day you 
reach it you will probably stop working 
for improvement. 

If we may draw an example, take 
the case of the Olympic pistol marks- 
man. Making a perfect score is almost 
impossible. Making a perfect score over 
thousands of shots must certainly be so. 


But the pistol shooter does not con- 
tent himself to aim at anything less 
than dead center of the target. He’s 
always trying for absolute perfection. 

So why shouldn’t our daily work be 
likewise. As in the case of a shooter, the 
better our aim, the better our score. Or 
the higher our goal, the more perfect 
will be our achievement.

LT&T board chairman, Frank H. 
Woods, was the main speaker at an 
inaugural campaign dinner April 2. 
E. J. Faulkner, director, is on the ex- 
ecutive committee. Burnham Yates, 
another director, is chairman of the 
Large Business and Foundations section 
of the drive. William I. Aitken, 
E. J. Faulkner, W. W. Putney, and 
Burnham Yates, all LT&T directors, are 
on the campaign cabinet. So are Merle 
M. Hale, vice president and a director; 
Thomas C. Woods, Jr., Company presi- 
dent and a director; and B. A. Isaman, 
Systems Planning supervisor. L. W. 
Cleveland, General Traffic Superin- 
tendent and Personnel Director 1s a 
vice chairman of the Employees Groups 
section of the drive. 

In his address at the campaign din- 
ner, Board Chairman Woods said: 

“IT am told that through the voluntary 
investment of just $1,750,000 Lincoln 
can add over $12,650,000 to its hospital 
plant facilities. That’s better than a 
seven-for-one pay-off. 


“4S IMPRESSIVE a bargain as this 

is, the dollar value of what is pro- 
posed is small compared to the human 
values, both individual and community, 
that will be created... 

“Today’s medical armamentarium 
can’t be carried about in the little black 
satchel. It requires hospitals. There 
were 27,000 persons admitted to hos- 
pitals in Lincoln during 1964—about 
one of every six persons. Some 17,000 
sought help as outpatients... . 

“Just as the community pools its 
health facilities in its hospitals for max- 
imum efficiency and economy so have 
your three hospitals, in turn, pooled 
their efforts in seeking greater econ- 
omy, strength and effectiveness. To 
accomplish these goals they worked 
with the Hospital Council to develop 
plans and overall objectives which no 


one individual hospital could by itself 
properly undertake or achieve... 


“Here in Lincoln’s three general hos- 
pitals the miracles of modern diagnosis, 
surgery, and treatment, include open- 
chest surgery, cobalt radiation, chemo- 
therapy for mental illness, rehabilita- 
tive and geriatric medicine, to name 
but a few. 

“Tt must be obvious that without the 
facilities and services of the well- 
equipped well-staffed general hospitals, 
many who are now saved would die, 
while even more who are now cured 
would continue to suffer... 


“T INCOLN CAN point with pride to 

the way in which it has accepted 
the areawide planning concept. It re- 
flects great credit on the Directors of 
the Lincoln Hospital Council and on 
the governing boards of Bryan Memo- 
rial, Lincoln General, and St. Eliza- 
beth’s—that this representative citizens’ 
body and these three independent in- 
stitutions have been able to hammer 
out a workable program which all have 
endorsed. 

“In underwriting the cost of the 
Rourke Report, the Lincoln Foundation 
helped the Council to open the com- 
munity’s eyes to the seriously substan- 
dard character of two-thirds of the 
present beds in its accredited hos- 
Ditals:«..« . 

“As one of the organizers and, for 
the past seven years a Director, of The 
Hospital Planning Council for Metro- 
politan Chicago, I have come to have 
some knowledge of the way in which 
other cities have faced up to their 
baffling hospital problems. I know of 
no community that has achieved a bet- 
ter overall plan nor that enjoys a finer 
spirit of cooperation among its hospitals 
than does Lincoln... 

“The goal you seek, $1,750,000, while 
seemingly large, should be well within 
the capacity of Lincoln to pledge over 
a period of several years. Your un- 
broken record of 38 consecutive suc- 
cessful Community Fund drives is proof 
certain...

“TyUT THIS must be a total effort by 

everyone. The job cannot be done 
by ‘leaving it to Mr. Hill and Mr. Bur- 
ton’ or by assuming that big business 
or a small number of affluent people 
will put it over. Every Lincoln citizen 
has a vital personal stake in this plan.” 


Total need for the hospital im- 
provement program is $12,650,000. Of 
this Lincoln General will need $6,157,- 
500; St. Elizabeth’s will need $5,455,000 
and Bryan Memorial will need 
$1,037,500. 

Lincoln General will construct a 
new 220 bed hospital to the west of 
the present location. St. Elizabeth’s will 
relocate with a new hospital at 70th 
and “N” Streets. Bryan will finish 
the fifth and sixth floors of the exist- 
ing shell building. 

Only $1,750,000 of the total money 
is being sought through contributions. 
This is the “seed” upon which the 
growth of the hospital plan depends. 
The rest of the money will come from 
hospital assets, hospital loans, hospital 
bonds, and Hill-Burton funds. 


ROKEN DOWN, the campaign goals 
are $1,000,000 from large business 
firms and foundations, $225,000 in spe- 
cial gifts; $225,000 from medical staff; 
$70,000 from hospital employees; $230,- 
000 from employees groups and $50,000 
from the community section. 

The drive for employees’ contribu- 
tions will open April 28. LT&T em- 
ployees, as those in other industries, 
will be offered an opportunity to assist 
in this hospital improvement plan. 
Making contributions easier is the fact 
that they may be extended over a 
three-year period. 

These contributions from those who 
make their homes in Lincoln will help 
make available the nearly $11,000,000 
in additional funds for the hospital 


development. 

As Mr. Woods said in his address to 
the campaign’s inaugural dinner, “Ev- 
ery one of you will have the opportun- 
ity and I’m sure will accept the obliga- 


tion to give generously.”

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CRETE CUTS TO DIAL 


HE MANUAL operating board was 
cleared of calls, the heat coils were 
pulled from the main frame in the old 
building, and fiber picks jerked from 
Switching equipment in the new build- 
ing. 

Thus was the community of Crete 
converted from manual telephone ser- 
vice to a new dial telephone system. 
The date was Sunday, April 4. The time 
was 6:00 am. The cutover was accom- 
plished with the usual swift efficiency 
and moments after the clock reached 
“straight up” Crete Mayor C. C. Lilli- 
bridge was placing the first long dis- 
tance call. 

Dr. Lillibridge telephoned K. L. Law- 
son, General Commercial superintend- 
ent in Lincoln, congratulating him on 
the new system. 

On hand to witness the history mak- 
ing change were local dignitaries and 
telephone personnel. Included was 
Charles Algermissen, former official of 
the old Crete Telephone Company. 

The change brought LT&T closer to 
the status of all-dial. Only one ex- 
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Dwight Enderle pulls the plugs which put the 
new test board into operation. In the foreground 
are two of the many cups of coffee the cutover 
workers consumed while awaiting the moment 
of the change. 
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change, that at Fairbury, is still manual 
in operation and construction is now 
underway on a new dial office building 
there. 


Simultaneously with the Crete con- 
version, the dial exchange at Kramer 
went out of existence. Most of the 
Kramer customers are now served by 
the Crete exchange. Twelve were cut 
into the Hallam exchange. Thus LT&T 
now has 124 dial exchanges and one 
manual exchange. 


Crete first got telephone service in 
the 1880s. In 1889 a directory was pub- 
lished by the Bell company listing 98 
subscribers. In the early days the of- 
fice was located upstairs in a building 
at the southwest corner of 13th and 
Main streets. 


By 1904 the exchange served 132 sub- 
scribers, all of whom were located in 
town. There were no farm lines. 


On March 11, 1908 an Independent 
telephone company was organized at 
Crete by Ben G. Miller. Mr. Miller had 
operated exchanges at Denton, Kramer 
and Pleasant Dale. 


When Mr. Miller began providing 
telephone service, Crete became a two- 
telephone exchange town. Competition 
was keen between the years of 1908 
and 1912. 

Then in 1912 The Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company purchased the 
Bell exchange with its 445 telephones. 
In 1914 LT&T sold the exchange to the 
Crete Telephone Company. Officers of 
the Company then were Rolland F. Ire- 
land, president; W. H. Daubendiek, vice 
president; Ben Miller, general manager 
and treasurer; and Charles Algermis- 
sen, secretary. 

In 1950 LT&T purchased the Cret2 
Company, including exchanges at Crete 
and Kramer. Since then it has made 
additions to the manual board and 
other portions of the plant. 

The cutover early this month brings 
the exchange the latest and most mod- 
ern telephone service available. 

Crete now has 2,120 telephones, 
which brings LT&T to about 98% dial 
service. Of the Company’s 125 ex- 
changes, 20 have Direct Distance Dial- 
ing available.

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@ BEATRICE HAS joined the list of 
LT&T communities which has mobile 
telephone service. A dial mobile sys- 
tem went into use there the middle of 
March. Thus Beatrice joins Wahoo, 
Tecumseh and Pawnee City in the 
availability of mobile dial telephone 
service. Lincoln and Hastings also have 
mobile service, of the manual type. 
Cost of the service for our customers 
is $40 a month for a single channel. 
For an added $3 a month, the customer 
can have additional channels. This 
would enable him to use his car- 
mounted telephone in communities 
Other than his own. 

ft Beatrice General Electric equip- 
ment is in use. In other communities, 
Motorola is installed. In each case the 
dependable range is from 20-25 airline 
miles. Under favorable conditions, calls 
can be made over longer distances. 

Using the dial mobile system, a cus- 
tomer can dial a local call directly 
from his car telephone. Or any local 
telephone can be used to dial directly 
to his car phone. All long distance calls 
must be handled manually. 

Besides these mobile systems al- 
ready in use, an additional mobile 
Channel is planned for Lincoln. This

channel will be of the dial type. And 
surveys are being made or will be 
made in Fairbury and Auburn to de- 
termine customer reaction towards 
mobile service and if there is enough 
interest to warrant installation of it. 


@ THE MOBILE telephone sys- 
tem at Tecumseh is getting an 
unusual type of “foreign” traffic. 
It comes from riverboats plying 
the Missouri river 25 or more 
miles away. 

Last year one of the _ boats 
equipped with a mobile radio- 
telephone unit discovered that 
Tecumseh had a base station on 
the same frequency. “We'll mark 
this spot and use you again next 
season,” said the skipper. 

Sure enough, April 5, shortly 
after the river opened, a river- 
boat placed three calls through 
Tecumseh, all to St. Lowis. The 
boat was north of Nebraska City 
at the time and slowly plodding 
its way towards Omaha. 

LT&T receives the usual toll 
settlement for these calls.

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Equipment Foreman 
Retires in March 


@ ROBERT R. “Mike” Guthrie, equip- 
ment foreman at the 49th & Hunting- 
ton office, retired March 15, closing a 
telephone career of more than 41 years. 
Mike chose to re-

Mike actually 
started his telephone 
career 45 years ago 
in April of 1920. He 
began as a shopman 
in Lincoln at the pay 
|! of $70 a month. In a 

~~ oe fey months he was 
an apprentice combinationman. Then 
he was laid off for several weeks early 
in 1921 before returning as an appren- 
tice switchman in February of that 
year. He progressed through the ranks 
of third, second, and first class switch- 
man, arriving at the highest rank in 
September of 1926. 

Mike’s skill was recognized and in 
the fall of 1927 he was made acting 
office foreman. Six months later the 
appointment was made more perma- 
nent and the ‘acting’ dropped from 
his title. 

Unfortunately ill health struck Guth- 
rie and he went on the sickness payroll 
early in 1930. After a 90 day leave of 
absence had expired he did not return 
to work. 

It was not until the spring of 1934 
that he again appeared on the payroll, 
thi; time as a first class switchboard- 
man. He filled these duties during the 
remainder of the 1930’s and most of 
the 1940’s before becoming an installer- 
repairman COE in May of 1949. 

Mike then became an engineering 
assistant for a time in 1950-1951 before 
picking up the installer-repairman 
tools again. He was promoted to equlp- 
ment foreman in February of 1953, a 
position he held until his retirement. 

In recent months Mike has again 
experienced delicate health. He was 
off work in January of 1964 and again 
last December. Although he could have 
returned to work in March and filled 
out the remaining weeks before his 
scheduled retirement, he chose to make 
the break now. 

His many friends hope that Mike’s 
health will prove to be fully restored 
and that he will enjoy his freedom 
from responsibility and his new leisure 
time. 


GOODYEAR 
Goes to 
Automatic 


Teletype 


NEW AUTOMATIC send-receive 

Teletype system is serving the ex- 
panding Goodyear plant in Lincoln. 
Called by those in the know a 28ASR 
with a 83B3 system, it is used to co- 
ordinate the Lincoln plant with 80 oth- 
ers insofar as communications is con- 
cerned. 

Most interesting feature of the sys- 
tem is that it is connected to an IBM 
7740 computer in Akron. This com- 
puter does a great deal of the work in 
handling messages. This saves an op- 
erator’s time and permits Goodyear to 
handle more messages faster. With the 
expanding Goodyear operation in Lin- 
coln (a new addition is under construc- 
tion) this is important. 

The system went into use in Lincoln 
in February. 

Actually the Teletype equipment is 
similar to that in use in some other 
businesses. But its application is some- 
what different. 

A Teletype operator uses a keyboard 
to “type” an outgoing message on a 
perforated tape. She inserts the be- 
ginning of this tape in the sending de- 
vice of the Teletype machine and turns 
it on. The computer at Akron thus is 
notified that a message is waiting. 

If lines and Teletypes are not being 
used, the Akron control center auto-

matically Starts the sending. When the 
message 1s complete the Teletype stops. 
Several messages may be sent in suc- 
cession, but there is a time limit for 
each of the 80 locations. If circuits are 
in use, the message is held until they 
are cleared. 

. Each tape is “coded” for its destina- 
tion. The computer in Akron automati- 
cally relays the message. 

This makes the most efficient use of 
the leased telephone circuits and saves 
much time. 

From 8 a.m. until 5 p.m. Lincoln time 
the computer is constantly “scanning” 
to see what points have messages to 
send. As soon as a message tape is put 
in the sending device “gate” the com- 
puter gets an “answer back” signal and 
can start the message going. 

Messages being sent are coded for 
their destination. The Teletype at Lin- 
coln, for example, is automatically 
turned on only when there is a mes- 
sage destined for this plant. 

The new system replaces an older 
style auto control which required more 
supervision. The new system has ob- 
vious advantages. The operator can 
prepare a message, set it up in the ma- 
chine, and then turn to other duties. 

All types of business information are 
transmitted by the Teletype, some of 
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it of a nature which formerly was han- 
dled by voice in long distance calls. 
Included is production and inventory 
data as well as orders. All departments 
of Goodyear utilize the system. 


Since she gets off at 4 o’clock, the op- 
erator can prepare a message before 
She leaves work and the computer will 
send it after she has left. Likewise there 
may be incoming messages waiting for 
her the next morning. 

Besides the computer-operated Tele- 
type, Goodyear has a dial operated 
TWX unit also, for use in sending mes- 
sages to outside companies not on the 
Goodyear system. 

In connection with preparations for 
the new system, Mary Bornemeier, 
Traffic Methods supervisor, spent a pe- 
riod of time in Akron learning about 
the new system. 


The Teletype installation was made 
by Dick Hunt, who said that it posed 
no particular problems. He explained 
that it is a “package deal” modified in 
advance for the specific application re- 
aquired by Goodyear. 

The use of this automated Teletype 
by Goodyear is a good example of how 
modern means of communication can 
serve industry and make it more 
efficient. 
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O A RACING DRIVER a car is 
something like a wife. Treat her 
right, and you can count on loyal ser- 
vice. Neglect her, and you may be in 
for a peck of trouble. There’s more in- 
volved than winning races, too. When 
you're out there on that track, your 
safety depends on that car. One loose 
nut or bolt can be your downfall. 

The same thing is certainly true on a 
highway or a city street, but the dif- 
ference is that the average driver 
doesn’t fully realize it. When I think 
of how many people neglect their 
brakes, steering linkage or tires, it 
really scares me. Many of my non- 
racing friends are that way, they think 
they can go an extra month or two 
without having their cars checked over. 
Imagine me, or any other racing driver, 
rolling out on that track at Indianapolis 
without making sure my car 1S In as 
perfect operating condition as we can 
possibly make it! 

Sure, I know the vast majority of 
people will never have to go into an 
Indy turn at 140 miles an hour, where 
a brake failure could mean disaster, 
but a brake failure on a freeway 1n 
rush hour traffic could well cause as 
much tragedy in just one pile-up as has 
happened on race tracks in years. 

The real tragedy is that so many 
people neglect their cars to the point 
where they become actually unsafe. It’s 
true that improvements have been 
made in modern cars to reduce the 
chances of mechanical failure. But it’s 
also true that such failure still can 
and do occur—mainly because many 
owners don’t take proper care of their 
cars. If people would only understand 
that they’re gambling not only with 
their own lives but with those of others 
as well, maybe they’d pay more atten- 
tion to keeping their cars In shape. 

In many cases, brake and steering

troubles are never discovered until 
after an accident. This is why regular 
safety inspections are needed. We rac- 
ing drivers don’t wait until we're out 
on the track to check the condition of 
our cars. If we did, we’d be out of the 
race before we know it—or worse. 

Car owners can learn a lesson from 
this. Have your cars inspected regu- 
larly, don’t wait until something hap- 
pens. Let your service man take a look 
at your brakes frequently, to make 
sure they are working right. He should 
check for sufficient brake fluid, tight 
lines with no leaks and linings that are 
in good shape. Have your steering 
mechanism checked on a regular basis, 
too. It should be obvious that head and 
taillights need to be in good working 
order, but how many cars do you ob- 
serve with one or more out? And don’t 
forget tires. A blowout could cause as 
much tragedy on a highway as it could 
at Indianapolis. But it doesn’t have to 
go that far. Lack of sufficient tread, 
blisters, and worn casing all affect your 
stopping and steering ability. Nobody 
knows better than a racing driver. 

Talking about safety, we racers can 
offer you another tip. We don’t go on 
the track, even for practice, without 
safety belts and a helmet. While you 
may not want to wear a helmet, you 
ean and should always use safety belts, 
even for a short trip around town. 
I have seen many a man walk away 
from a serious collision because he was 
wearing a safety belt. 

One thing I’d like to mention is 
speed. Controlled high speeds by skilled 
drivers on race tracks are one thing. 
Excessive speeds on streets and high- 
ways are another. Race tracks have 
strict driving rules, and we drivers 
must obey such things as caution sig- 
nals and giving the man on the track 
the right of way when pulling out of 
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the pits. We learn quickly how im- 
portant it is to obey the rules. Off the 
track, were no different from any 
other drivers. There are speed laws and 
other traffic regulations for us as well 
as you. We understand that these laws 
are for our protection, so we obey 
them. How often do you hear of a pro- 
fessional racing driver getting arrested 
for speeding on a public highway? 

Professional racing can teach you 
many things about cars and driving. 
But there’s one thing you learn in a 
hurry. Your car must be in safe operat- 
ing condition. It takes constant check- 
ing to make sure it is. Any driver is up 
against the same thing. There’s no sub- 
stitute for regular checkups by a man 
who knows cars.

MOWER 
SAFETY 


Know 
the 
Rules 


Good safety practices 
will avoid many of the 
accidents common to 
the power lawnmower 


S A LAWN MOWER user, are you 

a safe driver? In 1963, of 70,000 

power lawn mower accidents which 

occurred, 91% of all these accidents 
were caused by human error. 

With the simplest care and attention, 


nearly all of these accidents could have 
been avoided. 


Do you clear your lawn of sticks, 
stone, wire and debris that could be 
thrown by the blade? Do you stop the 
engine whenever you leave the mower, 
even for a moment? Are you extra 
careful of your footing on slopes or 
wet grass? Do you always stop the en- 
gine and disconnect spark wire before 
checking or working on the mower? 

If so, you’re mowing a safe path. But 
even so, there’s always another safety 
hint or two that may spell the differ- 
ence between a 100 per cent safety 
record and a painful accident. 


Always remember that power lawn- 
mowers, like all other power tools, like 


guns, like tractors and like automobiles, 
are safe only when they are handled 
with full understanding and respect 
for their dangers. 

To eliminate the danger and get the 
most out of your power mower, start 
with a thorough knowledge of your 
controls. Read the accompanying man- 
ual carefully, and learn how to stop 
the engine quickly in an emergency. 

Add fuel before starting the engine, 
never when running. Disengage all 
blades and drive clutches before start- 
ing on units so equipped. Start the en- 
gine carefully with feet well away 
from the blades. Do not operate the 
engine where carbon monoxide fumes 
can collect. Check all nuts, bolts and 
screws often to be sure that the mower 
is in safe operating condition. 

Always keep your children and pets 
a good, safe distance away from the 
running mower. 

Never cut grass by pulling the mower 
towards you, and stop the engine before 
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pushing the mower across gravel drives, 
walks or roads. Be extremely careful 
when using a riding mower on slopes— 
they can turn over. 


Do not allow minors or neighbors to 
operate your mower without full in- 
structions. Never leave wind-up type 
starters in a charged position and never 
use a plug-in mower in the rain or 
when the grass is wet. Do not over- 
speed your engine or alter governor 
settings, for excessive speed is danger- 
ous and shortens mower life. 


When mowing, wear protective and 
tight-fitting clothing—don’t ask for 
trouble by mowing with bare feet or 
while wearing clothes that could easily 
catch in the mower. Always keep 
guards and safety shields in their prop- 
er places. 


Remember that your power mower 
has been engineered and built for safe- 
ty and easy use, but that inattention 
and carelessness can cause accidents.

An extensive combination of promo- 
tion ideas and advertising was used. It 
was the first time for the Company 
to use a program of such wide and 
inclusive scope. 


Concentrated advertising using all 
media; employees group meetings; the 
interest and cooperation of employees; 
a stamp incentive plan; waiver of the 
previous premium service charges; and 
the appeal of the Swedish designed 
set itself all had a profound effect on 
the customer and resulted in a recep- 
tive attitude to the sales program. 


During most of the month of March 
sales averaged 100 a day. They started 
off strong and didn’t diminish until 
the last few days. The campaign was so 
successful that it was decided to con- 
tinue some phases of it to the middle 
of April. Although the advertising 
stopped at the end of March, displays 
were left up and the Green Stamp in- 
centive was continued. This enabled 
employees to “clean up” sales which 
had been initiated earlier. 

As the sales orders piled in, so did 
the stories of special interest. For in- 
stance, there was the case of a Com- 
mercial employee who sold more than 
100 Ericofons before the month was 
over. Then there was the Plant man 
who excitedly called Quinn to see if 
the Ericofons would work without the 
dial. Assured that they would, he an- 
nounced that in that case he had made 
a sale of 27 to one customer, who 
wanted them in his motel. They were 
to operate through the motel PBX 
board. Another motel was interested

@ THE COMMUNITY of Burchard 
will be served by a new central dial 
office as of May 15. Equipment will be 
moved from the existing building to 
a new one a short distance away. Pro- 
viding emergency telephone service 
during the brief interval will be two 
mobile radio telephones. 


St. Joseph Microwave On Way 


HE MODERN method of microwave 


will soon be carrying telephone 
conversations between Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, and St. Joseph, Missouri. The 
four-tower system will replace open 
wire circuits which have been used by 
LT&T ever since the first decade of 
the century. 

Construction is to start June 1 on 
the new microwave circuits. Installa- 
tion is a cooperative venture for LT&T 
and Southwestern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Missouri. The circuits will also 
connect in with the microwave be- 
tween St. Joseph and Kansas City. 

Four towers will be constructed in 
LT&T territory. They will be located 
near Eagle, near Nebraska City, near 
Table Rock and near Falls City. The 
sites have already been purchased. In 
addition, microwave “dishes” will be 
mounted atop the 15th & M building 
in Lincoln, and atop the Nebraska City 
building. 

A “leg” off the microwave will serve 
Nebraska City. Falls City will be 
served by a cable linking the tower 
repeater site with the connecting com- 
pany there. 

Work in preparation for the micro- 
wave system has been going on for a 
couple of years. Engineering started 
in July of 1963 and the first confer- 
ences with the Bell system came in 
August of that year. The cost to LT&T 
is no small item. Investment in radio 
and channelizing equipment for the 
microwave will be nearly $600,000. In- 
vestment in land, towers and buildings 
for the repeater stations will be ap- 
proximately $130,000 for a total of 
about $730,000. 

Replaced will be the open wire lead. 
As was the case when microwave was 
extended to Hastings, some of this line 
will be wrecked out, while portions of 
it will be saved and used for short 
haul toll calls. 

One might engage in a bit of nostal- 
gia at this time. The St. Joseph lead 
was first acquired in the early 1900’s 
when the Company was still young. A 
large section of it was bought from 
the then owner of the Falls City tele- 
phone company, a sale which he came 
to regret many times in succeeding 
years. 

Possession of this, and other toll cir- 
cuits, put LT&T in a strong bargaining 
position when an agreement was 
reached between Bell and independent 
telephone companies to eliminate 
wasteful duplication of service. 


In the intervening years the St. Jo- 
seph open wire lead has been repaired 
and rebuilt, but it has been the same 
basic type of telephone plant. 


The beginning of the end for this 
era of telephony will start June 1. 
Contracts for construction of the tow- 
ers have been let to Advanced Indus- 
tries of Sioux City, the firm which 
furnished the microwave reflectors for 
installation at the Mead ETV tower. 


LT&T employees will install Lenkurt 
Electric microwave radio equipment 
and Lynch channelizing equipment. 


While this is going on in LT&T terri- 
tory, Southwestern Bell will construct 
a tower northwest of St. Joseph, and 
at St. Joseph, to connect with Kansas 
City by means of two additional inter- 
mediate towers between those two 
cities. 

A leg of the microwave will be 
beamed six miles from the tower site 
to the telephone building in Nebraska 
City. A high-frequency armored under- 
ground cable will be buried between 
the tower near Falls City and the tele- 
phone office in Falls City. 

There will be 252 channel terminals 
in the system. These will link Lincoln 
and Nebraska City; Nebraska City and 
Falls City; Lincoln and Falls City; 
Lincoln and Kansas City; Lincoln and 
Salina, Kansas; Lincoln and Topeka, 
Kansas; and provide military services 
and other special services. 

For its $730,000 investment LT&T 
will receive a virtually storm-free 
group of long distance circuits capable 
of meeting toll requirements for many 
years.

PANEL PHONE 
IS OFFERED 


@ A HANDSOME new Automatic 
Electric panel phone is now being of- 
fered by LT&T. The rate to our cus- 
tomers will be 75 cents a month, in 
addition to the applicable station rate. 
There will also be a special service 
connection charge of $5, in addition 
to the usual applicable service charges. 

The new phone is flush-mounted. It 
has a decorative panel, which may be 
furnished in any one of four colors— 
turquoise, ivory, beige or tangerine. 

The customer must provide the open- 
ing and install a metal box which the 
Company will provide. The panel 
phone will then be installed in this 
box by LT&T. 

A supply of these phones is now on 
hand. They are expected to be a popu- 
lar item, especially in homes under 
construction where it will be easy to 
plan and coordinate the installation 
of the instrument. The phone is par- 
ticularly adapted to a kitchen installa- 
tion, but will probably also be popular 
in other locations where the customer 
may wish to save counter or table 
space and yet avoid having an instru- 
ment projecting from the wall. 

The various colors used in the deco- 
rative panel can be easily changed. A 
sheet of plastic material, adhesive 
backed, can easily be fastened to the 
phone, changing the color to harmonize 
with its surroundings.

Several weeks ago at the Crete con- 
version it was our privilege to meet and 
visit with the last remaining official of 
the old Crete Telephone Company, 
Charles Algermissen. He was the sec- 
retary of that telephone company when 
it was organized and was also with the 
firm when it was sold to LT&T. 


Algermissen is one of Nebraska’s true 
telephone pioneers and some of his 
reminisces make you wonder if the 
“sood old days” were all good. 


For instance, when the Crete com- 
pany was organized in 1908, it had com- 
petition. Not the kind of competition 
we have today from companies furnish- 
ing other types of communication, but 
from another telephone company, fur- 
nishing telephone service! 


Homes and businesses in Crete some- 
times had two telephones. We gather 
from Mr. Algermissen that it was a real 
job to go into a home or business which 
already had a ’phone and sell them an- 
other! 


We asked Mr. Algermissen if he 
wouldn’t write a story for The News 
about his early experiences and obser- 
vations in the telephone business. He 
indicated that he might do this for us 
(anyway he didn’t say “no”’) and if he 
does, it should surely be interesting 
reading. 


Ordinarily we avoid poetry like a 
plague, but occasionally we break this 
rule. This was posted on the old switch- 
board at Crete just prior to the cutover.

Indicating that it was not lack of 
interest, but conflicting pressures of 
work was the fact that large numbers 
toured the telephone facilities in the 
evening hours.

By use of this 
lighted board, she followed a mythical call from 
its start to its successful completion. 


352 persons were counted entering the 
building. The tally for the 5 to 9 
o'clock hours was 966. It was obvious 
that many honored our invitation only 
after they had done their day’s work. 

Those making the tour were greeted 
by telephone folks at the door and con- 
ducted through the complexities of a 
central office by personnel from vari- 
ous departments. Traffic girls ex- 
plained the process of long distance 
calling.

@ THERE ARE 2,915 Ericofons now in 
use as a result of the March Ericofon 
campaign. That is the word from W. D.

@ THINGS HAVE been busy in Has- 
ings. For many months, one project 
after another has been going on in that 
exchange building. Latest to be com- 
pleted is the “face-lifting” of the ex- 
terior of the building (see our cover 
picture). But more important and 
elaborate changes are going on inside 
the equipment room. 


A year and a half or so back, the 
operating room was moved from the 
second floor of the building to the main 
floor. This was to make way for new, 
additional, central office equipment.. 
The pictures on this page show some of 
the equipment which is going into that 
space, 


The big projects are the installation 
work necessary to give one-digit access 
to Hastings and that to give Hastings 
what is known as “PPCS.” 


These four letters stand for “Person- 
to-Person, Collect, and Special” direct 
distance dialing. When the installation 
is complete, Hastings residents will be 
able to dial directly not only station- 
to-station calls, but also person-to-per- 
son. Furthermore, they’ll be able to dial 
their own collect calls and some of a 
special nature. 
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The system will use an “intercept” 
operator, but the customer will ac- 
tually dial his own call. The operator 
will only assure that he reaches the 
right party, then “release” the informa- 
tion stored in the automatic ticketers, 
so that it can be billed. 
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At another point, an installer works on 
wiring of switching equipment. He’s high 
on a ladder, making individual connections.

CABLE 
PROJECTS 
BLOSSOM 


by JOHN S. REED 


HE placing of buried cable and wire 

is rapidly becoming a major annual 
program of LT&T. The first extensive 
installation of buried plant took place 
in 1962 when the entire rural aerial 
plant in the Shickley exchange was re- 
placed with buried cable and wire. 
More than 30,000 feet of cable and 
400,000 feet of distribution and service 
wire were buried in this project. 

Since this time, the program has 
accelerated to the point where there 
are now seventeen rural and toll buried 
cable projects scheduled this year in 
addition to four joint urban _ burial 
projects with the Consumer’s Public 
Power District in Lincoln planned for 
later in the summer. A total of 290 
miles of cable and wire will go under- 
ground in the rural and toll projects. 


The largest of this year’s projects is 
the Plymouth rural buried cable, in- 
volving the placing of 84 miles of cable 
and distribution wire and 178 buried 
cable terminals of the pedestal type. 
The aerial facilities to be removed in- 
clude 1900 poles, 600 crossarms, 134 
drop wires, and 258 miles of aerial wire. 

Much of the rural aerial plant in the 
Plymouth exchange is in poor to fair 
condition. Only minor repairs have 
been made to this plant since 1945 and 
extensive wire and pole replacements 
are needed. In addition, the present 139 
rural customers are being served over 
twenty lines with fifteen of the lines 
serving seven or more stations each and 
eight miles of the open wire west of the 
town were due to be moved on account 
of a highway improvement program. 

The new buried cable and wire plant 
will enable the regrouping of the cus- 
tomers on thirty-three lines with maxi- 
mum of five stations per line. All of the 
lines, including the service lines to the 
residences will be underground provid- 
ing an all-buried service same as in the 
case of the Shickley rural plant. 

The next largest project is the plac- 
ing of a buried toll cable between Lin- 
coln and Beatrice, involving a total of 
69 miles of cable, including branches. 
This work is being done in coordina- 
tion with extensive highway improve- 
ment projects under way and planned 
for Highway 77 south of Lincoln. The 
complete replacement of present toll 
facilities along the highway between 
Lincoln and Beatrice is made necessary 
by the fact that existing cable facilities 
cannot be extended to replace the open 
wire sections on a piecemeal basis 
without degrading transmission on the 
lines involved. 

The new buried cable will provide 
for carrier channels on cable pairs to 
increase circuit capacity and enable 
good transmission. Circuits are also 
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provided for extension to other towns 
on the way, including Crete, Wilber, 
Clatonia, Cortland, and Martell, and for 
a limited number of farm lines in the 
immediate vicinity of the cable route. 

The next comparable project in cable 
length is the Fairbury-Daykin-West- 
ern-Swanton buried cable job. As part 
of the Fairbury conversion program, 
three direct toll circuits are required 
between Fairbury and Swanton and an 
additional toll circuit between Fairbury 
and Daykin. In addition the exchange 
facilities north of Fairbury are con- 
gested and the north farm cable re- 
quires excessive maintenance. 

Thirty miles of buried cable will pro- 
vide the needed toll and extended ser- 
vice circuits as well as circuits for rural 
customers along the route. Replacement 
of the Swanton town cable which had 
been placed in 1926 is included in this 
job. A total of 1201 poles, 1632 cross- 
arms, 395 miles of aerial wire will be 
removed, in addition to 18,259 feet of 
cable with thirty treminals. 

A companion project in the Fairbury 
Area will place eleven miles of buried 
cable from Fairbury through Endicott 
to Steele City. It will replace present 
aerial wire carrier circuits including a 
ten-channel rural line carrier system to 
Endicott. The cable will consist of 50 
pairs between Fairbury and Endicott 
and 12 pairs between Endicott and 
Steele City. 

The next project in size order is the 
Louisville-Nebraska City buried cable 
planned to extend from the present 
Nebraska City-Omaha toll cable near 
Plattsmouth. A branch of this cable will 
also extend to Cedar Creek to replace 
present inadequate open wire facilities 
and to regroup the subscribers in this 
area. In addition, the cable will pro- 
vide for present and expected local 
service requirements along the route. 
Carrier equipment will be installed to

provide carrier channels on the cable 
pairs used for the toll circuits. A total 
of twenty miles of buried cable is in- 
volved in this project. 

Other and smaller toll and rural 
buried cable projects include Hanson- 
Prosser (nineteen miles), Wahoo north 
(sixteen miles), Harvard northwest 
rural (fifteen miles), Hebron-Deshler 
(nine miles), Waverly north (nine 
miles) and Seward south (six miles). 
Five minor projects (three miles or 
less) complete the present 1965 sched- 
ule. The four joint-burial projects pre- 
viously mentioned have just emerged 
from the planning stage and will be 
started soon. 

It is of interest to note that a new 
type of burial cable is being used for 
buried toll cables. This is the so-called 
CCW or corrugated continuously weld- 
ed cable. This cable has an .008 inch 
aluminum tape cemented to the inside 
of steel tape before welding and cor- 
rugating to provide a low longitudinal 
shield resistance. The combined cor- 
rugated shield is formed over the cable 
core and welded along the seam, pro- 
ducing an impervious metal tube. The 
corrugations in the shield increase the 
bending ease. Corrosion protection is 
provided by a flooding compound over 
the steel portion of the shield and an 
overall polyethylene jacket. A double 
sheath is employed in the burial type 
cables for increased protection. 

In splicing and terminating the CCW 
cables, when it is desired to pressurize 
the cable, buried splices will be used 
and when terminations are to be made, 
a stub will be brought out at a buried 
splice and run into a buried cable 
terminal on a pedestal or a pole. This 
method has been made necessary by 
the fact that it has been difficult to 
properly pressurize buried cable that 
loop in and out of above-ground termi- 
nals.

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M. D. Scheele, Splicer, stripping the jacket from 
the burial cable for connecting the pairs in the 
buried cable terminal. 
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As a final operation in the connection of the 
cable pairs and the distribution wire, L. C. Mc- 
carthy, Splicer’s Helper, is coating the steel armor 
tape of the cable and wire at the terminal ground 
post with a plastic compound to prevent corrosion 
of the steel tape.

Gillespie outlined a “way to test all 
relays in all the codeis in the coder 
of the transenders in our SATT equip- 
ment.” He carefully spelled out the 
recommended procedure.

tion of a device designed to drive 
stakes. In his suggestion, he said that 
the driver is ‘designed to drive stakes 
in the ground to mount 60s, 36s, and 
18s terminals on as well as to drive 
the ground rod at each terminal. The 
top part of the driver can be used to 
drive marker posts for underground 
cable warning signs. This driver has 
been used on three estimates this year 
and has proved very effective for all 
three different jobs for which it was 
designed.” 

Sievers also submitted a drawing of 
the device along with his suggestion. 

Mr. Bauman, of Hastings, suggested 
a new method of securing nitrogen 
bottles used in cable pressurizing. He 
recommended using light weight load 
binders (chain tighteners) and ™% inch 
chain to secure the bottles. 

He pointed out that “at the present 
time nitrogen bottles are held in place 
with marlin string or cotton rope, tied 
around the bottle valve or neck. It 
is impossible to tie the bottle tight 
enough to prevent slipping or chang- 
ing of position... A child could nudge 
a bottle enough to cause it to fall and 
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Elvin Wait’s trophy was for his prowess in the 
ancient game of checkers.

cause a possible personal injury. The 
bottle and regulator cost about $100 
complete (estimated) and have been 
left standing where anyone could help 
themselves to one.” 

The chain device could be locked and 
it would eliminate both of the draw- 
backs, said Bauman. 

Mr. Canarsky suggested a modifica- 
tion of the peg count meter. He said 
that the individual peg count meter 
used at 15th & M in Lincoln has been 
unreliable and difficult to adjust. His 
modification corrects these faults. 

Canarsky outlined in detail the modi- 
fication and reported the results. He 
said, “It is also of interest to note that 
before this modification was tried it 
was necessary to hold all of the testing 
relays in the connectors to a very close 
tolerance and that with the modifica- 
tion the meter pegged perfectly with a 
1300 ohm coil in one connector with the 
same adjustment that it pegged per- 
fectly with a coil of 1418 ohm...”

Bond Quiz 


Question: I own several Series H Sav- 
ings Bonds which will be reaching 
maturity in the next few months and 
it is my understanding they have 
been granted a 10-year extension. 
What should I do to take advantage 
of this extension? 


Answer: Nothing. Series H Savings 
Bonds issued between June, 1952 and 
January, 1957, carry an automatic ex- 
tension, and you will continue receiv- 
ing interest checks every six months 
as long as you hold the Bonds until 
they reach final maturity. The inter- 
est rate in the extension is a straight 
334 per cent. 


Question: The matter of buying Sav- 
ings Bonds in connection with chain- 
letter schemes keeps cropping up in 
my area. I have been told they are 
illegal and would like to know. 


Answer: The Treasury Department has 
instructed Bond issuing agents not to 
sell Bonds where they know, or have 
reason to believe, that they are to be 
used in a chain-letter scheme. This 
is because such usage is considered 
to be in violation of the spirit of the 
Savings Bonds program. Likewise, 
the Post Office Department considers 
such schemes as violating postal lot- 
tery and fraud laws. 


Question: What about the maturity 
dates on E Bonds I bought in the 
waning days of World War II? Aren’t 
these Bonds about to come due? 


Answer: Bonds purchased between 
May, 1941, and May, 1949, had an 
original maturity period of 10 years 
and have been granted two 10-year 
extensions, which means they can be 
held into the 1970’s. They are now 
drawing interest at a straight rate of 
3% per cent, compounded semi-an- 
nually, on their extended face value.

Big Change in 22 Years 


@ A LITTLE more than 22 years ago, 
The Telephone Employees Mutual Ben- 
efit Association paid its first claim. 
This Claim No. 1 now reposes in the 
historical files. 

There has been a vast change in the 
22 years since January 1943 when the 
claim was approved. Costs of medical 
treatment have multiplied in the more 
than a fifth of a century which has 
elapsed. 

For instance, Claim No. 1 has a state- 
ment for a hospital ward for four days. 
The charge—$12.00. That’s $3 a day. 
It is pretty safe to say that the cost 
for a ward in 1965 would be, conserva- 
tively, four to five times as much. 

The total hospital bill for the illness 
covered in Claim No. 1 came to $18.70.

Tax On Way Out 


@ THE “wartime emergency” 
telephone tax which has hung on 
for 20 years after the end of 
World War II, will be drastically 
reduced come January 1, 1966. 
Congress passed and sent to Pres- 
ident Johnson a bill which will 
reduce or eliminate a long list of 
excise taxes. 

Included in the bill was the 
telephone tax. It will be slashed 
from 10 per cent to three per cent 
come January l. 

The action goes to prove the 
effectiveness of letters to con- 
gressmen. The telephone tax was 
not originally included in the list 
of excise taxes to be reduced or 
eliminated. But public demand, 
expressed in letters to congress- 
men and senators, has brought 
about a big cut in this unfair and 
discriminatory tax. 

Further reductions, at the rate 
of one per cent a year, are sched- 
uled to 1969, when the tax will be 
totally eliminated.

NE TIME WE read in another mag-

LT&T Vacation Pay 
Comes to $469,668 


Vacation: A period for rest and 
recreation; a holiday—Webster. 


BOUT THIS time of year all you 

A have to do is mention the word 
“vacation” and you have struck up a 
conversation. With children out of 
school and full of energy; with many 
months gone by since the last vacation; 
with warm weather and the outdoor 
recreation season opening up most 
people are ready for Webster’s “period 
of rest and recreation.” 

What’s the best way to take a vaca- 
tion? That’s another way to get started 
on a long and involved conversation— 
even debate. If you look through the 
“Around the Circuit” section of this 
magazine you'll find that telephone 
folks have many different ideas on the 
subject. 


Some of them spend their vacations 


at home, maybe even fixing up the 
house and yard. Others take off for far 
places and engage in exotic sports or 
hobbies. 


LT&T folks can enjoy a diversity of 
vacation activities because of the fine 
vacation priviliges provided under the 
benefit program. 


You say, “‘Doesn’t everybody get a 
vacation?” 

No not everybody—even in these 
modern times—gets a vacation with 
pay. Some small employers don’t pro- 
vide any. And others have vacations 
which fall short of the ones available 
to telephone people. And there are the 
self-employed, who can take a vacation 
only at the loss of income. 


LT&T put out $469,668.48 last year 
in vacation and holiday pay, a sizeable 
amount of cash. It was part of a total 
benefit program expenditure of 
$2,194,368.53—which amounts to 28.89 
per cent of the payroll for last year. 
Average per employee came to $1,508.16. 


Nearly every employee benefits from 
the vacation and holiday program. 


Employees become eligible for one 
week of vacation as soon as they have 
completed a year of service. When 
their service increases to two full years 
they become eligible for two weeks of 
vacation. After 12 years of net credited 
service the period increases to three 
weeks and at the completion of 25 years 
it becomes four weeks. 


In the case of part-time employees a 
proportionate vacation is allowed, based 
on the hours worked. 


Besides these vacations, most em- 
ployees qualify for seven paid holidays. 
They become eligible upon completion 
of six months of work. The holidays 
are New Year’s, Memorial Day, In- 
dependence Day, Labor Day, Veterans 
Day, Thanksgiving, and Christmas. 
Those whose schedules call for them 
to work on these holidays receive 
double pay, first for the number of 
hours which ordinarily would be sched- 
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uled on a day and then on top of that 
pay for the hours worked. 


LT&T’ers can enjoy their vacations 
even more, knowing that they are 
protected under other portions of the 
benefit program. 


For instance, if the employee should 
become seriously ill or injured while 
vacationing, his Major Medical in- 
surance, provided by the Company, 
can be used. If he is enrolled in the 
bargain-rate TEMBA basic medical in- 
surance program, this will also cover. 


If his illness or injury prevents him 
from returning to work upon comple- 
tion of his vacation, the Company’s 
sickness and disability program will 
provide him income. If he should die, 
his family is protected under his Com- 
pany-sponsored group life insurance, 
purchased by him at a greatly reduced 
rate. 


Nobody would like to collect on any 
of these benefits, but it is comforting 
to know that they are there if needed. 


Everybody likes a vacation and no 
matter what kind you take, enjoy your- 
self with your brand of “rest and rec- 
reation.”

Highway Deaths Head for 50,000 


@ IN 1962 highway deaths 
topped the 40,000 mark. As 1965 
gets underway the 50,000 mark is 
not far away. In 1964 America’s 
highways were stained with the 
blood of 48,000 persons. 

Tragedy did not stop with the 
deaths, but added 3,840,000 per- 
sons to the injured list, according 
to The Travelers Insurance Com- 
panies which has completed a sur- 
vey of statistics from state motor 
vehicle departments. Four million 
copies of The Travelers report are 
distributed annually. 

Adverse weather was not an 
important contributing factor. 
Records show that 90% of the 
fatal crashes occurred on clear 
days and on dry roads. The re- 
maining 10% occurred in fog, rain

Excessive speed continues to 
hold top spot in the list of acci- 
dent causes, with driving on the 
wrong side of the road and reck- 
less driving taking second and 
third places respectively. Pedes- 
trians were at fault in many of 
the fatal accidents, with crossing 
between intersections being the 
top killer. 

Youthful drivers hold the great- 
est responsibility in the highway 
death list. They were involved in 
more than 29% of the fatal acci- 
dents while representing about 
15% of all licensed drivers in the 
country. Older drivers, those over 
65, were involved in 7.7% of the 
fatalities. They represent about 
7% of the driving population.

@ THE WETTEST day in the memory 
of long-time LT&T telephone men oc- 
curred June 29 of this year. It’s not 
so much that there was a huge rainfall, 
but that there were heavy rainfalls 
over most of the Company’s territory. 

Only Hebron and Superior had less 
than an inch of rain on that day and 
most points had more than two inches.

First service was restored 
by 11 o’clock the next morning and 
was complete by 1:15 p.m. 

Lightning associated with the rain 
storms caused trouble over the ter- 
ritory, knocking out protectors. And 
the heavy rains disclosed many squirrel 
bite holes in cable, letting in moisture. 

Real storm trouble occurred at Ne- 
braska City, where a tornado struck.

Two spans of cable near the 
Nebraska City office were torn down, 
as were service wires at the elevator 
at the foot of main street.

MADE FOR NEW 


IBM COMPUTER 


@ IT’S THREE QUARTERS of 
a year away, but preparations are 
already taking place for the in- 
stallation of the next “generation” 
of computer to be installed in the 
Data Processing Center. The new 
electronic “brain” will be an IBM 
360. 

The new computer will work 
differently from any other sys- 
tem LT&T has had before. The 
“architecture of the system is dif- 
ferent,” says Larry Connealy, Data 
Processing manager. 

The presently used 1460 com- 
puter performs the three basic 
processing steps in sequence, that 
is, first, read the data from a 
punched card, then rearrange it 
or calculate, and finally print the 
results. The new IBM 360 will do 
the same three steps simultane- 
ously and considerably faster. 

Behind the change to a new and 
swifter computer is the tremen- 
dous increase in customer toll and 
other business. A faster computer 
is necessary just to stay even with 
the growth of the Company. 

Data Processing has been work- 
ing the present computer 18 hours 
a day. When the new computer 
system goes into use it will be 
possible to do the same amount of 
work in eight hours. 

To give an idea of the tremen- 
dous growth of our business, the 
monthly toll volumes are now 
about what the annual toll vol- 
ume was in the 1920’s. 

Or to put it another way, the 
first 15-day period in February 
of this year brought 367,000 com- 
pleted toll calls—20,000 more than 
the month of February 1958. 

Part of the preparation for the 
new system is the re-training of 
six persons from Data Processing, 
three programmers and three op- 
perators. Some of those involved 
have been attending schools at 
Omaha. 

The change will bring addition- 
al shuffling of components and 
furniture in Data Processing, but 
it will vastly increase the amount 
of work which can be handled by 
electronic means.

ERE IT IS the fall of the year and 

we find the various Community 
Chest and United Fund drives in full 
swing. 

Or if not in swing, rapidly getting 
there. 

For some it is a struggle with the 
conscience. Others have long before 
decided that they owe a certain per- 
centage of their income to their com- 
munity and find that since they had 
already planned to give, it is really not 
difficult to make out a pledge. 

Personally, I have always appreci- 
ated the offer of LT&T to arrange for 
Community Chest and United Fund 
contributions by the payroll deduction 
plan. For a campaign such as the United 
Fund, a dollar is not enough to give. In 
some communities where a great many 
agencies are represented, five dollars is 
not enough. A double sawbuck is more 
like it. 

But who can scratch up $20 or $25 
with any ease? Not very many people. 
But almost anybody can manage a dol- 
lar, more or less, per payday. 

Incidentally, the United Fund and 
Community Chests are the only agen- 
cies for which the Company will go to 
the trouble of operating a payroll de- 
duction plan. That is, the only one out- 
side of programs connected with the 
Company, such as Co-op payments, 
Christmas Club, Savings Bonds, 
TEMBA, life insurance and others of 
that nature. 

Perhaps some of you are confused by 
the two names, “United Fund” and 
“Community Chest”. There is a dif- 
ference, but it is slight. 

In those communities where the Com- 
munity Chest and Red Cross pool their 
efforts in one drive, it is known as the 
United Fund. In communities where 
the Red Cross conducts a separate drive 
there is often what is known as a Com- 
munity Chest—which is a fund raising 
agency for a number of worthwhile 
organizations. 

The advantage of the Community 
Chest is that it combines a number of 
drives into one. This saves campaign 
costs, peoples’ energy, and the nuisance 
of many individual contacts. 

There are United Fund or Commu- 
nity Chest organizations in Lincoln, Ne- 
braska City, Fairbury, Beatrice, York 
and Hastings. In all of these communi- 
ties LT&T folks have been among the 
strong supporters of the drives. No 
doubt it will be the same this year. 


YOUR BENEFIT PROGRAM 


LT&T Pension Cost 
Comes to $501,816 


HEN YOU mention the words 

“Benefit Program” one of the first 
things which comes to mind is pensions. 
The pension program is one of the big- 
gest and most expensive portions of 
LT&T’s benefits. 


Every employee who has compiled a 
net credited service of 15 years or more 
and is 65 years of age is entitled to a 
pension, upon retirement. 


In 1964 LT&T set aside $501,816.41 
for service pensions and paid out an 
additional $2,580.00 in disability pen- 
sions. This is a pretty sizable portion 
of the $2,194,368 that LT&T spent last 
year on the benefit program. The total 
cost of the benefit program is equal to 
28.89 per cent of the payroll. 


There was once a time when only the 
rich could retire. It was common for 
ordinary people to work as long as they 
could. If his health was good, a man 
might still be working in his seventies. 
If his health failed, he would have to 
live on savings or become dependent 
upon relatives or perhaps even go to 
the “poorhouse.”’ 


With a pension, the ordinary man can 
enjoy his “sunset” years in dignified 
and comfortable retirement. 


In LT&T, pensions are computed on 
this basis: For each year of employment 
one per cent of the average annual pay 
during the last five years of employ- 
ment. (In some cases the Benefit Com- 
mittee may take the average of the 
highest paid consecutive five years.) 

Thus an employee retiring with 30 
years of service would have a pension 
of 30 per cent of his average annual 
pay for his last five years. 

From this is deducted an amount 
equal to one third of the Social Se- 
curity primary benefit to which the 
employee is entitled. 

When the service pension and Social 
Security benefits are combined, most 


retiring LT&T employees have a sub- 
stantial retirement income. Many of 
them are able to take extensive trips, 
indulge in hobbies and otherwise enjoy 
their leisure time. 


In 1964 a new option was made avail- 
able to retiring LT&T’ers. They may 
elect to take the full pension due them, 
or to take a reduced pension with a 
smaller “annuitant’s pension” going to 
their spouse (or parent) when they die. 


Under the “standard” pension plan, 
the pension stops when the pensioner 
dies. 


This optional annuitant plan may be 
used by either a man or a woman. The 
amount of the annuitant’s pension de- 
pends on the age of the spouse (or 
parent) at the time the employee re- 
tires. Each case is different and must 
be worked out according to actuarial 
computations individually. 


If the retired employee dies before 
the spouse (or other “annuitant”) the 
reduced annuitant’s pension goes to the 
surviving husband or wife or parent 
named. 


If the annuitant dies first, the retired 
employee continues to get only his 
original reduced pension. Each em- 
ployee must decide at least 90 days 
prior to retirement which type of pen- 
sion he wishes to take. 


Under the LT&T pension program 
under some conditions employees of 20 
years or more may take retirement be- 
fore they reach the age of 65. Those with 
30 years or more, under some circum- 
stances, may apply for retirement at an 
age earlier than the usual retirement 
age. If the Benefit Committee approves 
the case as appropriate for retirement, 
the employee asking for it can then go 
on pension. 

Handled somewhat differently, but 
equally important to employees, is the 
disability pension program. An em- 
ployee who has 15 years of service, no 
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snatter what his age, may be retired on 
pension if he becomes totally disabled 
as a result of sickness or injury. How- 
ever, if an employee is qualified for a 
service pension, this may be granted 
instead. 


The disability pension continues as 
long as the employee is unable to re- 
sume active service. If the employee 
does come back to work after a period 
on disability pension, his absence is 
considered as a leave of absence and 
not as a break in the continuity of his 
service. 


Many of the young new employees of 
the Company, especially young women, 
give little thought to the pension pro- 
gram. Their retirement years are far 
off. Some of them say, “Ill not work 
that long.” 


Yet a surprising number of long-time 
employees and pensioners said the very 
same thing many years ago when they 
first started their telephone careers. 


As employees gain years of age and 
service the value of the pension pro- 
gram usually becomes more apparent. 


It is an important part of the com- 
pensation for work performed and pro- 
vides a security which is of great value. 


Complete and specific details of the 
pension plan are outlined in the book- 
let “Plan for Employee's Pensions, Dis- 
ability Benefits and Death Benefits.’

The establishment of a new subdivi- 
sion 1s hardly newsworthy in these 
boom times with so many houses being 
constructed, but Lincolnshire is an ex- 
ception in at least one respect. It is the 
first subdivision in LT&T territory to 
have its telephone and electrical power 
lines buried in a common trench with 
no specific separation between them. In 
other words, these lines are random 
laid. 

LT&T and the Consumers Public 
Power District entered into an agree- 
ment for the common burial of the 
telephone and power facilities. The 
Lincolnshire developer excavated the

common trenches on a five-foot ease- 
ment along the rear property lines and 
the telephone and power employees 
placed their facilities in the trenches 
in a cooperative arrangement. 

The common trench, eight inches 
wide and 48 inches deep is located three 
feet from the rear property line. The 
telephone cable, a double sheath poly- 
ethylene jacketed type with polyethyl- 
ene insulated conductors is laid at the 
bottom of the trench, along one side of 
it. The 7200 volt primary and 110-220 
volt secondary cables are also laid on 
the trench bottom, along the other side. 

Where the cables cross under streets 
in the subdivision, separate conduits 
were placed for the telephone and 
power cables prior to paving of the 
streets. The cables were then pulled 


into the conduits and the conduit ends 
were plugged before the developer 
backfilled the trenches. 

The power district located their 
transformers for stepping down the 
primary voltage to the secondary volt-

ages at one block intervals along the 
main trench. The transformers were 
mounted on concrete pads placed di- 
rectly over the trench, and the power 
primary and secondary leads were 
brought into the transformer en- 
closures. These enclosures also con- 
tain switching gear used for discon- 
necting sections of power cables in case 
of a fault on a section which would re- 
quire temporary de-energization of the 
faulty section before repairs could be 
made. 


The telephone main feeder and 
branch cables loop in and out of buried 
cable terminals, each mounted on a 
common stake or pedestal set in the 
trench before the telephone and power 
cables were laid. The power secondary 
cables terminate in a separate housing 
on the common stake. Ground bolts 
are employed to bond the power neu- 
tral to the telephone cable sheath and 
to ground the telephone terminal clo- 
sure, power housing, and stake. This 
provides a common grounding network 
which is essential for the protection of 
the employees and the customers.

pair connecting block for connecting 
selected cable pairs to buried service 
wires going to the residences in the 
immediate vicinity, usually those on 
four adjoining lots. The power housing 
provides connections for the power ser- 
vice leads from the residences to the 
secondary cables. In addition it mounts 
meters used to record electrical con- 
sumption at the respective residences 
connected to the housing. 

The telephone buried service wire 
and power service leads are buried in 
a 36-inch deep common trench leading 
from the common pedestal to each 
residence. In this service trench, a 
vertical separation of one foot of 


tamped earth is provided between the 
power service wires at the bottom and 
the telephone service wire above them. 
This arrangement is different from that 
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used for the main telephone feeder 
cable and the power primary and 
secondary cables, since a municipal 
ordinance regulates electrical wiring 
from the power meters to the houses. 
The city requires the one foot separa- 
tion in the common trench from the 
pedestal to the residences. 

In regard to handling maintenance 
work on either the telephone or power 
facilities, LT&T’ and Consumers have 
agreed to a joint procedure in which 
the service department of the other 
utility is to be notified before any work 
in the joint trenches is done. The power 
district is to de-energize the power 
circuits for telephone maintenance 
work. In cases where the power circuit 
is not de-energized the power district 
is to excavate to expose the telephone

cable and provide the necessary clear- 
ance or protection from the energized 
power cable as LT&T requests. 

Consumers will notify LT&T of any 
residence service outage due to a fault 
in the electrical service entrance wires 
so that a telephone representative can 
be present while the service trench is 
being excavated and protect the tele- 
phone service wire from damage in 
this process. In case of a fault in the 
telephone service wire, the power dis- 
trict will de-energize the electrical 
service wires if deemed necessary by 
LT&T personnel. 

Although the random lay of tele- 
phone and power lines has been in use 
only a few years, and it is still too 
early to tell whether difficulties will 
occur from having these facilities 
placed so close together, it is antici- 
pated that little trouble will result. 
There will be more new subdivisions 
requesting the burial of their telephone 
and power facilities. In fact a new re- 
quirement for developers seeking FHA 
loans calls for placing these facilities 
underground in their subdivisions. 

LT&T has provided sufficient cable 
pairs in the present Lincolnshire cables 
to enable underground extensions to be 
made as this subdivision expands in the 
future.

T&T HAS SCORED another first, 

but it hasn’t been easy. Our Com- 
pany on August 18 became the first 
telephone company in Nebraska to 
offer “Improved Mobile Telephone Ser- 
vice.” It was first offered in Lincoln, 
supplementing a standard manual chan- 
nel. Ours is one of the early IMTS 
installations in the nation. 

First consideration of IMTS mobile 
telephone service came in early 1964. 
Since that time many problems, both 
technical and commercial in nature, 
have arisen and been solved. 

One of the problems which crops up 
over the nation with mobile service is 
that of interference with or from out- 
side systems. Modern mobile telephones 
operate on a very narrow band. Some 
privately owned radio systems put in 
service years ago are not capable of 
keeping within such a narrow band. 

As the air waves become more and 
more crowded with various systems in 
the 150 megacycle range, this difficulty 
of overlapping frequencies could very 
well become an increasing problem. 

But what’s new about IMTS? After 
all, LT&T has had mobile telephone 
service since 1946. 


There are three main features, in the 
eyes of the user: 


1. IMTS is dial operated. A customer 
who has an IMTS unit in his car can 
dial any local telephone himself. Like- 
wise, he can be reached directly from 
any local dial telephone without going 
through an operator. Long distance 
calls, however, must all be routed 
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through an operator. 

2. IMTS service is “full duplex.” This 
means that under normal conditions 
the user of this type of mobile tele- 
phone does not have to use the “push- 
to-talk” button on the handpiece. Those 
who have used other mobile telephones 
will appreciate how much this will 
simplify conversations. 

3. IMTS telephones have a standard 
directory number. Prefix for the Lin- 
coln system is 475 and the first two 
digits of the number are 15. A block of 
numbers in the 475-1500 to 475-1599 
group have been reserved for mobile 
telephones. No longer will our cus- 
tomers have to remember more than 
one number for mobile systems. 

There are other differences, not so 
readily noticeable to our customers, 
but which will affect the service. 

IMTS is the first industry-wide 
movement to standardize mobile tele- 
phone service. It will ultimately make 
it possible for a person with a mobile 
telephone to use it practically any- 
where in the United States. 

IMTS units can be equipped with as 
many as 11 different channels. There 
will be only 11 in the IMTS system, to 
serve the entire country. No more than 
eight of these will be assigned to any 
one locality. Most towns will have 
fewer. 

In Lincoln we are starting off with 
one channel. This will serve 24 cus- 
tomers or 12 lines of two parties each. 
Plans are under way to add a second 
channel as soon as proper FCC licensing 
and equipment can be obtained. 


IMTS _ means 


Improved Mobile 


Telephone Service 


In communities with two or more 
channels, the IMTS telephones will au- 
tomatically “seek out” the vacant chan- 
nel—something like our stationary tele- 
phones seek out and “seize” a vacant 
central office switch. 

This will result in improved service 
for our customers—fewer busies. 

The charge to our customers is the 


same as for other types of dial mobil& 


service, such as those in Beatrice, Paw- 
nee City, Tecumseh and Wahoo. This 
charge is $40 a month for basic local 
service. To the average householder 
this does not sound cheap. But there is 
nothing inexpensive about providing 
this kind of mobile service. 

Total cost of the IMTS channel is 
well over $10,000. In addition, each 
mobile unit costs about $1,300. These 
figures do not include the installation 
cost or the maintenance. 

With the addition of extra channel 
crystals (at an additional cost) to his 
unit, an IMTS user can operate his tele- 
phone in other IMTS areas and in some 
non IMTS mobile areas. 

In IMTS areas he will be able to ini- 
tiate and receive calls. In some non 
IMTS areas he will be able to initiate 
only. 

In LT&T territory, “foreign” units 
(from another company) will be 
charged a small fee for local calls. In 
Lincoln “foreign” calls will be handled 
through an operator. 

There are a number of other nice 
features about IMTS. For instance, it is 
fully transistorized, making less of a 
drain on the vehicle’s battery. If a unit 


is unattended or out of range of the 
base station a caller trying to reach 
that unit is so notified by a recording. 

If a user takes his IMTS phone off 
the hook and fails to begin to dial, in 
15 seconds a timing device reveals this 
to the operator, who then offers assist- 
ance. This “drop out” feature releases 
the channel for other users, preventing 
the channel from being tied up acci- 
dentally by a phone unintentionally 
taken off the hook. 

Customers have some options in their 
equipment. Instead of the recom- 
mended roof-top antenna (which gives 
the best reception) they may select one 
mounted in the middle of the trunk 
deck or on the rear fender. They may 
have the telephone unit mounted high, 
low or far to one side, depending on the 
other equipment in their car and their 
needs. One customer has requested a 
rear seat location. 

For some types Of trucks a weather- 
proof box to protect the power supply 
unit is needed. This is provided at cus- 
tomer expense. 

Each IMTS user will be equipped 
with special instructions for handling 
the various types Of calls he may en- 
counter, that is, long distance, foreign 
territory, mobile-to-mobile, manual op- 
eration, etc. He also will have a direc- 
tory of the channels available in other 
localities. 

The system is still in its infancy, but 
it portends a new era in mobile tele- 
phone service with hitherto unavailable 
convenience and quality of communica- 
tion.

Death Has a Field Day 


@ Death had a field day in 1964 on 
American highways. 

Last year, according to the annual 
report of The Travelers Insurance Com- 
panies, 48,000 lives were lost on the 
highways and 3,840,000 persons suf- 
fered injuries. 

And a look to the future is even 
more disconcerting. More cars are be- 
ing added to already congested high- 
ways. More miles are travelled each 
year in automobiles. With this in mind, 
it is a frightening likelihood that even 
more persons will be killed or injured 
in highway accidents. 

The American highway system is be- 
ing enlarged daily, but construction 
can’t keep up with the number of cars 
being produced. Cars are made to last 
longer, the post war baby boom has 
Skyrocketed the number of young driv- 
ers on the roads, and the young driver 
is blamed for a greater proportion of 
the accidents than other age groups. 

Driver error, lack of judgment and 
excessive speed ail are major factors in 
the accident statistics. Fog, rain and 
Snow are becoming less incident to the 
figures. In 1962, for example, less than 
85% of the death and injury producing 
accidents occurred in clear weather. In 
1963 the figure climbed to more than 
86%, and in 1964 to about 90%. 

This indicates that the driver is be- 

Sinning to take it easy in bad weather, 
but at the same time is becoming more 
reckless in clear weather.

matic 10-year extension period. H 
Bonds are purchased at face value, 
in denominations of $500 or more, 
and pay interest by Treasury check 
every six months. The interest rate 
for the first 18 months is about 2.5 
per cent, then goes up to 4 per cent 
for the remaining period to maturity. 
On either type bond, the interest rate 
averages 334 per cent, when held to 


maturity. 

Question: Series E Bonds now being 
sold carry an automatic 10-year ex- 
tension privilege, 1 know. But what 
about the bonds I bought during 
World War II and which I still own? 

Answer: Bonds issued between May, 
1941, and May, 1949, had an original 
maturity period of 10 years and have 
been granted two 10-year extensions. 
One 10-year extension has been pro- 
vided for all E Bonds sold since June 
1949. No Series E Bond ever sold has 
ceased to earn interest.

@ A MICROWAVE system which will 
eventually carry telephone messages 
between Lincoln, Nebraska and St.

George M. Cohan labled “Mary” as 
a “grand old name.’ And so it is, 
judging by its popularity. If you don’t 
think it’s popular, just ask Melba 
Richards, chief operator in Lincoln 
Traffic Unit I. 

A while back Melba was struck with 
the fact that there seemed to be quite 
a few Judiths around the place. Her 
womanly curiosity got the better of her 
and she took a quick survey of the 
girls under her jurisdiction to see what 
was the most common name. 

It wasn’t Judy. 

No indeed. It was the grand old 
name of “Mary.” She found an even 
dozen of them in her domain. Her 
survey uncovered eight Donna’s, seven 
Barbara’s, seven Linda’s, six Judith’s, 
five Patricia’s and three Beverly’s, 
plus a long list of one-of-a-kind (for 
her department) names. 


Speaking of names, we have long 
been fascinated by the fact that, 1n 
our company at least, more last names 
start with the letter “S” than any 
other. None of them start with “X” 
and only two start with ‘“Q.” 

It would probably be interesting to 
find out which is the most common 
last name within LT&T, but we aren't 
proposing to start any such project. 


Starting last month we have made 
an addition to the Plant Department 
accident report on this page. It is the 
listing of motor vehicle accidents. This 
reflects a growing concern on the part 
of our Company at the number of such 
mishaps and the fact that they are in- 
creasing. 

Of necessity, this report lags behind 
the issue of the magazine. It takes 
some time to compile the figures that 
are turned in at the end of the month. 
Since the News deadline is the first of 
the month preceding that for which 
it is dated, this means that the accident 
report is somewhat delayed. But it 
seems to us that it is still significant 
and information which needs to be 
given to the LT&T folks. 

If you drive a Company vehicle, 
won’t you be extra careful from now 
on and help us reduce that motor 
vehicle accident level? We hope you’ll 
also be extra careful with your own 
ear. 

Accidents cost needlessly in terms of 
time, pain and money. 


YOUR BENEFIT PROGRAM 


Sickness 
Come to 


EARS AGO one of the great fears 

of the wage earner was that he 
might become ill and unable to earn 
his pay. A short illness could be a 
major economic backset. A long one 
could be a financial disaster for him. 

Even today, especially among the 
self-employed, there are those who 
have no protection against loss of in- 
come due to illness. If they are off 
work because of sickness or injury 
they are completely without income. 

But any LT&T employee of more 
than a year of service has available 
sickness benefits. These are increased 
for each employee according to his 
years of service. ! 

Last year the Company paid out a 
total of $147,123 in sickness payments 
and sickness disability benefits. This 
is part of the total benefit program ex- 
penditure of $2,194,368—or 28.89 per 
cent of the payroll. 

These benefits are sometimes called 
the “hidden paycheck” because an em- 
ployee must look beyond his hourly 
wage or salary to find them. It would 
probably be possible for you to pur- 
chase income protection insurance to 
provide coverage equal to that provided 
free by the Company. But it would be 
an expensive proposition. 

So the sickness disability program 
actually means dollars worth of income 
to you—and it is a value not shrunk

by taxes. To those who have had long 
absences from work because of injury 
or illness the program has often been 
an immeasurable blessing, freeing them 
from worry about meeting current bills 
and buying groceries. 

The Company last year spent $71,586 
in sickness payments (for the first 
seven days of absence) and $75,537 
under the sickness disability program. 

Under the work agreement, any em- 
ployee of over one year service is 
eligible for some sickness payment for 
the first seven consecutive calendar 
days of absence due to sickness. For 
those of from one to five years of ser- 
vice the payment starts on the first 
scheduled work day he is absent after 
two scheduled work days of absence. 
For those of five years or more service 
the payment comes on the first sched- 
uled work day of absence. 

Nearly half of the money spent by 
the Company for sickness benefits 
comes under this provision. 

The other portion is provided under 
the Company’s plan for disability bene- 
fits. Any employee of two years or 
more service comes under this pro- 
vision. The benefits for which he is 
eligible depends on his length of ser- 
vice and ranges up to a full 52 weeks 
of full pay. 

For those who have from two to 
five years of net credited service, the 
benefit is full pay for four weeks and 
half pay for nine weeks. 

For those of from five to 10 years 
of service it is full pay for 13 weeks 
and half pay for 13 weeks. 

For those of from 10 to 15 years of 
service it is full pay 13 weeks and 
half pay 39 weeks. 

For those of from 15 to 20 years of 
service it is full pay 26 weeks and 
half pay 26 weeks. 

For those of from 20 to 25 years of 
service it is full pay 39 weeks and 
half pay 13 weeks. 


For those of 25 years or more it is 
full pay for a full 52 weeks. 

These sickness disability benefits 
take up where the sickness pay leaves 
off—on the eighth calendar day of 
absence due to sickness. 

Injuries which are not compensable 
under the Workman’s Compensation 
Law are included in the sickness dis- 
ability coverage. 

For all practical purposes the sick- 
ness disability benefit is “insurance” 
for each employee of over two years 
of service that he will not be deprived 
of income because of a lengthy illness. 
The very presence of this provision 
may very well have aided in the re- 
covery of some of the ailing or injured 
LT&T employees because it entirely 
eliminated many of their worries. 

The benefit program also has a pro- 
vision for accident disability benefits 
which covers injuries and sickness 
which arise in the course of employ- 
ment. Last year the Company spent 
$19,510 on accident costs. 

This article is aimed at giving you a 
general idea of your sickness benefits. 
Complete and specific details of the 
coverage of these benefits may be 
found in the booklet, “A Plan for Em- 
ployees’ Pensions, Disability Benefits 
and Death Benefits.” 


HE NEED FOR a Centralized Toll 

Investigation Unit within our organ- 
ization became apparent shortly after 
the introduction of IBM billing. With 
the comfortable old paper ticket the 
operator usually had the right num- 
bers in mind and simply wrote them 
down along with other pertinent facts 
to aid her in advancing her call. Also, 
others along the way, operators at the 
rate desk and clerks in the Accounting 
Department had an opportunity to re- 
view the ticket before billing and oc- 
casionally detected errors that the toll 
operator had missed. Now very sud- 
denly, all of this changed. The entry 
made by the operator was translated 
directly to the subscriber’s toll state- 
ment. 


When we said good-by to the paper 
ticket we said good-by to a leisurely 
era of ticket procedure and a slow out- 
moded system of billing. The new IBM 
monster with its hungry mouth could 
gobble up a thousand tickets a minute. 
However, this iron tyrant scorned the 
paper ticket and demanded stiff cards 
on which the operator, instead of writ- 
ing numbers, marked bubbles associ- 
ated with the numbers using a pencil 
with a high graphite content. In other 
words, she mark sensed the billing 
information on an otherwise idiotic 
card. The operator who had been hired 
for her neat readable Palmer method 
handwriting found that it was of little 
value now as a little fearsome and frus- 
trated she searched frantically for the 
correct bubbles. 


HERE WERE many more difficulties 

which arose which were never heard 
of before but now became part of our 
new problem. Not only did the oper- 
ator have to search for bubbles but if 
she did not turn her pencil properly 
after each bubble marked she might not 
get enough graphite on the bubble and 
the machine would not pick up the 
number at all. However, no one knew 
this until the ticket went into the IBM

machine and then it was too late. The 
ticket came out as a reject, so errors 
piled up. The need for a Toll Investi- 
gation Unit became evident. 

So it was that Ruth Rittenhouse and 
I were interviewed in November, 1960 
for the positions as toll investigation 
clerks and just before Christmas we 
were notified that we had been chosen 
and to report for work the following 
Monday. With little know-how, but 
lots of eager-to-learn, we were ushered 
into a classroom where we were joined 
by Alise Zalaiskalns, a sharp key punch 
operator with a revenue background. 
Our supervisor, Pearl Barnhouse, from 
General Traffic gave us a briefing on 
the aims and ambitions of our tiny 
new unit. 

We were then ushered into the Data 
Processing section, given two desks, a 
notebook and a shiny new telephone as 
our only props for a very complicated 
scene. The only reference materials we 
had were: a sketchy numbering plan of 
L. T. & T. telephones, a set of Company 
directories, a Register of Accounts and

the experience of two seasoned oper- 
ators. 


E HAD A little conference that first 

morning and decided if we could 
double our salaries in recovered reve- 
nue each day we would be worth our 
salt. We did not have to wait long for 
work. The boys from the machine 
room, glad to get rid of this particular 
headache, began to bring in the tickets 
seemingly by the carload. 


We began to work on the tickets that 
had come off the 519 machine which 
are the first rejects in IBM billing. 
They reject because of light marks, 
double marks and omissions. They are 
grouped into “pockets” which pin point 
the errors and are fairly easy to cor- 
rect. We worked this type of ticket 
most of the day and at the end of the 
day we rated our tickets and added 
them up. The amount is still seared in 
my mind, $79.10. We were jubilant. 

Revenue Accounting had a back log 
of “in” tickets that had come in from 
other companies and they began to

bring them over, box after box, stack- 
ing them between us. When they got 
through Ruth and I could not see one 
another with the barricade. I stood up 
and looked over at her and we both 
howled. Thus, we were introduced to 
Toll Investigation. 

The next day we began to work with 
tickets that came out in different 
phases of the billing. The machine, al- 
ways striving to get the ticket billed 
tells us many things about errors. If 
there is an error in the right hand side 
of the ticket it makes what we call an 
“XX” punch in column 48. If the error is 
in the left hand side of the ticket it 
makes an “X” in column 49. 


CCASIONALLY an operator will 
enter the same central office on both 
sides of the ticket. When this occurs 
the machine refuses to punch anything, 
just kicks it out in disgust as much as 
to say, “You take it, I’ve had it.” 
In addition to our own tickets we 
began to learn about “in” tickets from 
other companies. They come to us as

collect or credit card tickets. These are 
the most interesting to me. Many are 
mis-directed and not meant for us at 
all, but we have to solve this riddle. 
Other companies do not write the 
called place on their tickets, just the 
area code plus the number. So—if a 
ticket is intended for Pittsburgh, Pa. 
whose area code is 412 it might well 
come to Lincoln because an operator 
has mistakenly marked 402, our area 
code. 

At the end of each billing period we 
get the tickets that have gone clear 
through billing, but at the end of the 
line cannot find a master card with 
which to identify (match). The master 
card is a card made up for each sub- 
scriber’s number and if the ticket being 
billed cannot identify with such a card 
it rejects. 

They are stamped “unbilled” and are 
the stepchildren of Toll Investigation 
Units all over the nation. Most com- 
panies start new girls on this type of 
ticket and they work on nothing else 
all day. We believe that a girl works

more efficiently if she has a variety of 
tickets and is able to experience a few 
triumphs in her day. Therefore, each 
girl is assigned a portion of the un- 
billed tickets and since she works with 
the same exchanges each month she 
becomes an expert of sorts on that par- 
ticular exchange. 


S THE DAYS went by we became 
[\ more proficient in our methods. We 
began to compile notebooks with a 
wealth of data gleaned from hard ex- 
perience. At that time our telephones 
were not equipped with circuits and so 
our calls had to be made from the toll 
board. 

We spent the mornings doing re- 
search on tickets which we could not 
correct on sight and in the afternoon 
we proceeded to the switchboard look- 
ing like pack horses armed with note- 
books, directories and all the parapher- 
nalia necessary in the correction of 
tickets. At the switchboard we con- 
tacted subscribers in an effort to cor- 
rect the call and asked him who 
had called him. While a good investi- 
gator contacts the subscriber only as a 
last resort there are tickets that offer 
so little information that the investi- 
gator must turn to the subscriber for 
assistance or else abandon the investi- 
gation. 

This step in the investigation must be 
handled with the utmost finesse. Ad- 
vertisers tell us that “you” and “money” 
are the two most effective words in the 
language. We use them to the best 
advantage in our investigations. We 
say, in effect, to our subscriber, “You 
are important, You are the lucky per- 
son who received this long distance 
call, only You can help me.” Receiving 
long distance calls is a status symbol to 
many people and we capitalize on it. 
“Tong distance calls cost Money, Money 
is important, will you help me recover 
the Money on this call?” It works most 


of the time.

E REMAINED in Data Processing 

for a year and a half, and then the 
Company decided to make us a separate 
unit, to enlarge it and to give us the 
responsibility of investigating tolls that 
were denied in our commercial depart- 
ments. This was a big step. It meant a 
new office with new equipment, more 
personnel, more records to work with 
and, wonder of wonders, each tele- 
phone would be equipped with a toll 
tandem which meant no more treks 
downstairs to the switchboard. It meant 
being transferred to General Traffic 
and that we must say goodbye to Alise, 
with whom we would continue to work 
closely but who would remain in Data 
Processing, her home department. 

Perhaps the biggest change was our 
becoming custodians of the toll tickets 
for Lincoln and some of its tributaries. 
This fact alone meant that we would be 
the hub of much activity and that Com- 
mercial would call us whenever they 
wanted information on tickets. 

In the “olden” days when a subscrib- 
er denied a call it was handled com- 
pletely by the commercial department. 
The commercial clerk would fill out a 
form of inquiry and forward it to the 
commercial department of the called 
place. The clerk in the distant office 
would contact the called party in an 
ei to find out who had placed the 
call. 


aes METHOD was slow and unsatis- 
factory and sometimes resulted in 
the toll remaining on the subscriber’s 
bill for some time while being investi- 
gated. Since all our clerks are former 
operators and their telephones are 
equipped with circuits they are able to 
complete an investigation in minutes, 
in most cases. The call is never allowed 
to go past the billing period after which 
the request was made. This method 
keeps disgruntled customers at a mini- 
mum. A big company like ours which 
is selling a service strives constantly 
for this goal. 

When a subscriber discovers a tol] 
call on his bill now, which he does not 
believe to be his, he tells the Commer- 
cial Service Representative about it 
when he pays his bill. The Service Rep 
prepares a “Toll Investigation Request” 
on which she writes the subscriber’s 
problem and as much information as 
she knows that might assist in the in- 
vestigation and forwards the request 
to the CTI unit. 

She also prepares a form called a 
‘“°45”, which is a request for credit and 
with the commercial copy of the cus- 
tomer’s statement forwards the three 
forms to our unit. The file clerk in CTI 
pulls the original ticket and together 
with the commercial forms gives them 
to the Investigator who is assigned to 


that particular telephone number to 
work. This procedure was set up at the 
beginning and has worked so well that 
with a few revisions has been main- 
tained to this day. 


HE MOST heartening aspect of our 

work, to me, is the fact that the ma- 
jority of the people are honest. If we 
find a young person cheating on his 
telephone calls we try to contact the 
parents and explain the seriousness of 
the offense and they are always most 
willing to do whatever is necessary to 
straighten out the situation. 

Of course, there are some who do 
deliberately cheat and they are a real 
challenge to CTI. There is much re- 
joicing in our group when “one sinner 
repents.” Eventually we are able to 
find them and bill their calls. When 
we have chronic offenders we almost 
always catch them because they go too 
far and trip themselves. 

Another interesting phase of our 
work is “trouble”. The old adage, 
“Never trouble trouble until trouble 
troubles you” does not apply in our 
work. We are out to get it all the time. 
Ordinarily our IBM machine does not 
make tickets on DDD calls. However, 
if there is an error on a call such as an 
impossible central office code, the ma- 
chine makes a ticket and it is for- 
warded to us for correction. 

I shall never forget the first time I 
was able to ferret out trouble. It was 
on the York machine and I called the 
Plant Department at York to report it. 
By means of a question and answer 
session with me the plant man was able 
to determine by the errors on my ticket 
the guilty ingredient in that particular 
kettle of stew even to the trunk in- 
volved. It saved endless hours of check-

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ing equipment and is one of the most 
rewarding features of our work. 


T FIRST WE handled commercial 

requests for Lincoln and a few of its 
tributaries only, but we have added a 
few offices at a time until in November 
of 1964 we encompassed the whole 
L. T. & T. territory. We now have a 
toll library of nearly 4,000,000 tickets in 
spite of the fact that DDD tickets are 
no longer made. 

As we call other offices for informa- 
tion on called telephone numbers and 
tickets so they call us for information 
contained in our unit. We have two 
full time clerks who do nothing else 
but file tickets as they come from Data 
Processing, pull tickets for investiga- 
tion requests and answer telephones. 
We average about 2600 telephone calls 
a month from our own commercial de- 
partment and Investigation Units at 
distant offices. 

We process, on the average, about 
2600 toll investigation requests a month. 
We are able to correct approximately 
7500 tickets that have not been billed, 
per month. We recover more than 
$12,000.00 in revenue a month. 

Our personnel has increased to nine 
in a span of five years. With two clerks 
and seven investigators we are bulging 
at the seams with desks and ticket files. 

If you were to visit us some fine 
morning you might find a file clerk 
skillfully sliding trays of tickets into 
their proper slots, another clerk assist- 
ing an employee from another depart- 
ment in finding tickets. 

OU WOULD probably see some in- 

vestigators busy on their toll cir- 
cuits, others checking print outs, city 
directories, other company directories, 
or any of the helpful records we have 
accumulated over the years. If a bill- 
ing period is closing and an investigator 
finds herself in a tight spot she notifies 
me and an announcement is made that 
help is needed with the billing. True to 
traffic tradition every investigator stops 
her own work and pitches in to help 
the girl who has sent out an SOS. 

We, as operators in traffic who have 
lived in our own little world for years, 
are now finding that meeting and 
working with employees in other de- 
partments is both rewarding and chal- 
lenging. The Bettys, Dorothys and Jo- 
Annes in Commercial-land are our 
staunchest allies. They know the people 
in their exchanges and make every ef- 
fort to smooth our paths. The boys in 
Data Processing are most cooperative 
in helping to make our job of filing and 
finding tickets a little quicker, a little 
easier. 

We are finding a few of the answers 
and recording them on our hidden reels 
of brain tape. Although we are new as 
departments go, we are beginning to 
find our place in the L. T. & T. family. 
Why don’t you come up and investigate 
us some time?

Rotary File 
Aids Order 


Processing 


@ A NEW rotary file is aiding in the 
efficient and rapid processing of dis- 
patching in the Lincoln wire chief’s 
office. Installed some weeks ago, it 
has already proved its worth. 

For dispatching purposes Lincoln is 
divided into two sections—the portion 
north of “O” Street and that portion 
south of “O”. Gerry Miller is service 
foreman for the north section and 
Lloyd Miller service foreman for the 
south. 

A clerk is assigned to take calls 
from each of the sections. In the past 
he had the orders pertaining to his 
section handy to him. But if he was 
busy and the other order clerk free, 
calls were taken by the other clerk, 
who then had to get up and reach over

Doran, advanced clerk. 


or around his fellow clerk to get the 
proper order. 

Now the two order clerks sit on op- 
posite sides of the big rotary file, 
already called a “wheel” by those who 
use it. By spinning the “wheel” either 
clerk can quickly and efficiently reach 
the order for either of the sections of 
town. So can a clerk, who sometimes 
turn his attention from filing orders to 
help take the calls. 

At the same time the new rotary 
file was installed, the clerks were 
equipped with headsets for their tele- 
phones. A change of telephone equip- 
ment was necessary to permit this. 

The headsets leave the men’s hands 
free to reach orders, take notes, etc.

Lincoln Plant Relocated 


@ THE LINCOLN area plant office is 
now located on second floor of the 
general office building. It was moved 
there in September in a shuffle of 
office space aimed at providing ex- 
pansion room for telephone equipment.

What with 
the volume of installs going up steadily, 
this was on its way to becoming a 
real big problem. 

For instance, the Lincoln exchange 
gained a record 1,520 stations in the 
month of September 1965 alone. To 
date, in the city of Lincoln alone, 
41,458 orders had been handled by the 
wire chief’s department by the early 
part of October.

Question: We were advised to switch 
our Series E to H Bonds and now we 
are sorry that we did so. We will 
now have to wait 10 years to cash 
them all in. Is that right? 

Answer: No, Series H Bonds may be 
cashed in any time after the first six 
months following date of issue, pro- 
viding that you give one calendar 
month’s notice. You may redeem 
them at any rate that suits you. 

Question: We thought we might change 
our E Bonds to H Bonds, but we were 
told that we would have to wait two 
years before we received any in- 
terest. Someone else said we would 
get periodic payments of interest. 
Who is correct? 

Answer: Series H Bonds pay interest 
by Treasury check every six months, 
on a rising scale. The first interest 
payment occurs six months after your 
purchase of the bonds. The first pay- 
ment is $8 on a $1,000 bond; the sec- 
ond, which you get at the end of the 
first year, is $14.50. The third semi- 
annual payment is $16 and, there- 
after, it comes to $20 each six 
months. The interest works out to 
3%4 per cent, when the Bonds are 
held to maturity. 

Question: We went to our bank about 
exchanging our E Bonds for H Bonds. 
They told us we would have to pay 
tax on the E Bond interest. Doesn’t 
that conflict with Treasury informa- 
tion? 

Answer: Tax payment on the accrued 
interest on your E Bonds may be de- 
ferred until you redeem the H Bonds 
received in exchange. The amount of 
gain is marked on the H Bonds you 
receive in exchange.

increased, the jump will be substantial 
for many LT&T employees. 

The rate of Social Security tax in ef- 
fect during this year has been 3.625%. 
This was applied to the first $4,800 
earned. If you made more than $4,800 
you paid no Social Security tax on it. 
Thus the maximum amount paid by 
anyone for Social Security this year 
will be $174. 

But in 1966 the story will be differ- 
ent. The rate goes up to 4.2% and the 
base taxed is raised to $6,600. That is, 
the Social Security tax will be paid on 
all of your income, up to the first $6,600. 
This will make a maximum of $277.20 
for 1966 for any employees who make 
as much or more than $6,600. 

There have been improvements in 
the Social Security program, with in- 
creases in payments and the addition of 
the Medicare for older folks. 

There is also an optional health plan 
for the aged. For $3 a month those who 
have retired may purchase this insur- 
ance which will cover some medical 
bills not included in Medicare. Those 
interested should check with the Social 
Security office.

YOUNG DRIVERS ACCIDENT PRONE 


@ YOUTHFUL drivers, those 
under 25 years of age, represent 
about 15% of all licensed drivers 
in the country. Yet, they were in- 
volved in more than 29% of all 
highway deaths and more than 
25% of all non-fatal mishaps in 
1964. 

The figures are contained in a 
report by The Travelers Insur- 
ance Companies compiled from a 
country-wide survey of state 
motor vehicle departments. The 
report has been published since 
1931 and more than 4,000,000 
copies are distributed. 

Older drivers, those over 65, 
were involved in 7.7% of the fatal 
crashes, and represent about 7% 
of the driving population. 

A Travelers spokesman noted 
that excessive speed was the num- 
ber one killer in 1964, as it has 
been for the past several years. 
He said that “the young driver’s 


desire for speed, coupled with a 
lack of maturity, makes this cate- 
gory the most dangerous on the 
road.” He pointed out that “high- 
way lunatics” can be found in any 
age group, but the fact remains 
that the greatest precentage of 
them are under 25 years of age. 

The over-all 1964 highway 
death toll stands at 48,000, with 
3,840,000 persons injured. 

The Travelers survey covers a 
great number of factors, but as 
yet no one has been able to 
prove statistically that the woman 
driver is more dangerous than the 
male. Such things as the number 
of miles driven by the female or 
the male are not contained in 
motor vehicle department reports. 

Until this factor is decided, the 
woman driver can hold her head 
high, even though her driving 
ability is criticized by countless 
male drivers.

A Yuletide Hazard 


HRISTMAS is at hand again, with all the good 

feeling the Yule season brings. 

In homes from coast to coast, Christmas trees 
—with their sparkling lights and decorations— 
soon will be brightly glowing. 

From distant points, young people who have 
been away at school are already returning for the 
holidays. Others are on their way to visit relatives 
and friends with whom they will spend Christmas. 

All members of the family are bringing home 
gifts to be heaped under Christmas trees. 

In the kitchen, the women folk for days have 
been busy preparing food for the Christmas dinner. 

This is the season for Christmas carols, for 
evenings at home with friends. For children and 
grown-ups alike, this is the magic hour when the 
family gathers around the tree and Christmas 
gifts are opened. 

There will be joy throughout the land, not only 
on Christmas, but lasting through the welcoming 
of the New Year. 

Christmas can be a merry one if you keep it 
firesafe, says the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

A Christmas tree not properly cared for can 
be a fire hazard. A tree properly maintained will 
bring joy. 

The National Board offers these suggestions 
regarding the selection, placement and mainte- 
nance of your Christmas tree: 

1. Choose a small tree instead of a large one. 
A small tree can be just as pretty, less hazardous. 

2. Keep the tree outdoors until you’re ready 
to install it. 

3. Don’t set up 
Christmas. 

4. Set up the tree in the coolest part of the 
house, away from radiators, heaters, fireplaces. 
Stand it in water to retard drying. 

5. Use fireproof decorations of glass or metal, 
never cotton or paper decorations unless flame- 
proof. 

6. Don’t set up electric trains around or near 
the tree. 

7. Use electric lights—never candles. Inspect 
every electric socket and wire to make sure the 
set is in good condition. Discard lighting sets with 
frayed wiring. When buying new sets, look for the 
UL label of Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc. 

8. Provide a switch at some distance from the 
tree for turning tree lights on and off.

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9. Don’t leave lights burning when away from 
home. 

10. From time to time inspect the tree to see 
whether any of the needles near the lights have 
started to turn brown. If so, change the position of 
the lights. 

11. When needles start falling, take the tree 
down and discard it outdoors. 

12. If you choose a metal tree instead of a 
natural one, use off-the-tree lighting to give a 
safer and more beautiful illumination. 

13. Gift wrappings, of course, should be dis- 
carded promptly and safely after presents are 
opened. 


BE SURE TOYS ARE SAFE 


Long before Old Saint Nick makes his sched- 
uled stops at the homes of good little children all 
over the country, he pays a visit to Underwriters’ 
Laboratories, Inc. 

There he drops off for testing purposes a bag 
full of brand new electrical toys. 

Saint Nick knows that if the electrical devices 
can take the misuse and abuse administered by 
the Laboratories’ engineers to determine their 
compliance with strict safety requirements, they 
should perform safely in the homes where he 
leaves them.

SIGNAL honor has been conferred 

upon Frank H. Woods, founder of 
The Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. He was one of 16 telephone 
pioneers selected by the Independent 
Telephone Pioneer Association to open 
their newly formed Independent Hall of 
Fame. 

A plaque commemorating the elec- 
tion of Mr. Woods into the Hall of Fame 
was presented to Frank Woods, JYF., 
Chairman of the board of directors of 
LT&T and son of the honoree. Presen- 
tation took place at a meeting of the 
ITPA held in connection with its annual 
convention. 

Frank Woods, Sr., known to many as 
“The Great Independent,” was thus 
given a position in the hall alongside 
other giants of the early years of In- 
dependent Telephony, such as Milo G. 
Kellogg, Alfred Stromberg and Almon 
B. Strowger. 

There were 86 applications for recog- 
nition in the Hall of Fame. These were 
submitted to an Honors Committee, 
which narrowed the field to 32. These 
32 names were then presented to an 
Honors Court of 25 members. To be 
elected to the Hall of Fame it was re- 
quired that a nominee receive 19 or 
more out of 25 votes. 

To LT&T’ers, Frank H. Woods is 
known as the man who was instru- 
mental in forming our Company. He 
founded LT&T in 1903 and served as 
President and Chairman of the board 
until 1946, when he resigned as Presi- 
dent. He continued to serve as Board 
Chairman until his death in April of 
1952. 

NV R. WOODS’ first calling was the 

law. He was associated with the 
Lincoln law firm of Harwood, Ames 
and Kelly from 1892 to 1897. He was a 
partner in the law firm of Woods, Hall 
and Pound from 1904 to 1910. He be- 
came head of the law firm of Woods, 
Woods and Aitken in 1919. 

For many men this would have been 
career enough, but Mr. Woods carried 
the great load of organizing and operat- 
ing a fledgling telephone company and 
of promoting the Independent Tele- 
phone cause. 

Mr. Woods’ association with the tele- 
phone business formally began on 
March 7, 1903 when he and three others 
met in Woods’ law office to draw up 
and sign articles of incorporation for 
The Western Union Independent Tele- 
phone Company. This later became 
LT&T. The Company was in business in 
June 1904 with 1,800 subscribers. 

The small company was hardly more 
than formed before it was in danger. 
Mr. Woods could see the need for re- 
organization and better control. He 
took steps in 1905 which resulted in 
the Company being put on a more firm 
foundation. 

Those early years were not easy. For 
one thing, LT&T had been formed in 
the presence of a competing telephone 


company—The Nebraska Telephone 
Company, one of the Bell operating 
companies. Competition was keen. 

HIS TYPE of situation was common 

over the country. Many towns had 
two competing telephone exchanges. 
The Independent companies banded to- 
gether in state associations and a 
national association. 

Frank Woods became the first presi- 
dent of the United States Independent 
Telephone Association in 1910. This 
brought him national recognition and 
new responsibilities. 

The time was ripe and Mr. Woods 
soon saw the need to eliminate wasteful 
competition between Independent com- 
panies and the Bell. In October of 1910 
he announced he was in favor of uni- 
versal telephone service and _ inter- 
change of service among all telephone 
companies. 

Mr. Woods was appointed to a “Com- 
mittee of Seven,” named to explore the 
possibility of national toll connections 
and other Independent needs. So high 
was the esteem of Mr. Woods by other 
Independent companies that he was 
commissioned to act for many of them 
in negotiations with Bell, even to the 
point of selling the companies if it 
seemed necessary. 

After seven months of negotiation by 
the Committee of Seven a plan was 
worked out with the Bell system for 
the elimination of competing exchanges 
and the furnishing of national toll ser- 
vice to all exchanges. This was known 
as the Kingsbury agreement. It pro- 
vided consolidated telephone service 
for the whole United States and re- 
sulted in establishing the industry on 
a sound basis. 

URING this important period of in- 

dependent Telephony, Mr. Woods 
often found himself “butting heads” 
with the great men of the Bell system. 
He proved to be their equal in all 
matters. 

A man who could see ahead, Frank 
Woods was a pioneer in the use of 
the dial or automatic telephone. LT&T 
was the first large company to use the 
system and the first successful dial 
telephone company in Nebraska. 

Mr. Woods had a substantial interest 
in the Automatic Electric Company and 
contributed to its direction. Automatic 
Electric is the Company formed to 
manufacture Almon Strowger’s inven- 
tion, the step-by-step telephone switch- 
ing equipment. The company now 
makes all types of telephone equipment. 

Frank Woods also had an interest in 
and contributed to the direction of The 
Sahara Coal Company. He acquired 
Addressograph International Corpora- 
tion in 1929 and served as its board 
chairman until the consolidation with 
American Multigraph Company of 
Cleveland in 1930. Then he served as 
chairman of Addressograph-Multigraph 
from 1930 until his death. 

Besides his business interests, Mr. 


Woods held a number of offices in civic 
and similar groups. One of his notable 
philanthropic achievements was the 
founding of the Woods Charitable Fund 
in 1941. 

ECAUSE of his great activity in the 

early and formative years of In- 
dependent Telephony, it is appropriate 
that the Nebraska Independent Pio- 
neers organization be named after him. 

The other 15 named to the Hall of 
Fame are: 

Milo G. Kellogg, founder of the Kel- 
logg Switchboard and Supply Company, 
now known as ITT Kellogg Communi- 
cations System: Alfred Stromberg, co- 
founder and President of the former 
Stromberg-Carlson Telephone Manu- 
facturing Company; and Almon B. 
Strowger, inventor of the dial tele- 
phone, then known as the Strowger 
Automatic Telephone Exchange, which 
today is Automatic Electric Company. 
These three were named to era “A” 
of the Hall of Fame. They are men 
whose service terminated prior to 1920. 

Named to era “B” with service ter- 
minating between 1920 and 1940 were 
Frederick B. MacKinnon, President of 
USITA from 1919 to 1937 and Houck 
McHenry, prominent Missouri telephone 
pioneer. 

AMED to era “C” with service ter- 

minating between 1940 and 1960 
were Arthur F. Adams, under whom 
the Gary Group Operating Companies 
grew into a world-wide organization; 
Edward C. Blomeyer, prominent mem- 
ber and director of the Executive Com- 
mittee of USITA and a Vice President 


of Automatic Electric; John P. Boylan, 
Vice President, President, Chairman 
of the board, and director of the 
Rochester, N.Y. Telephone Corpora- 
tion; Theodore Gary, a leading figure 
in the Independent industry and foun- 
der of the Theodore Gary and Company 
Group and also noted for bringing be- 
fore Congress the principle that the 
telephone was a common carrier; Gus- 
tav Hirsch, outstanding consulting engi- 
neer to the Independent telephone in- 
dustry and President of the Warren 
Ohio Telephone Company; Frank R. 
McBerty, President of North Electric 
Company and holder of more than 400 
patents on telephone and telegraph 
systems and equipment, including the 
McBerty relay system of dial auto- 
matic switching; and John H. Wright, 
prominent Independent telephone leader 
in Pennsylvania and New York and 
one of the organizers of the USITA. 


Named to era ‘‘D” with service ter- 
minating since 1960 were Edwin M. 
Blakeslee, chief executive officer of the 
General Telephone Company of Cali- 
fornia and who guided Independent 
negotiations with Bell system com- 
panies on the division of toll revenues; 
Herman E. Hageman, pioneer in ship- 
to-shore radiotelephone service and 
founder of the Lorain Ohio Telephone 
Company; and Mrs. Mayme Workman, 
only living member of the Hall of 
Fame, who retired in 1961 after serving 
nearly 55 years in the telephone in- 
dustry, including 14 years as executive 
secretary and treasurer of the ITPA.

Traffic operators and_ supervisors 
have had to be trained; customers are 
being contacted and informed of the 
workings of the new system; a public 
information and advertising program 
has been launched; and a new billing 
procedure arranged to take advantage 
of the system. The plant necessary for 
operation of the system has been nearly 
a year in the installation. Engineering 
planning started something like two 
years ago. 

Many of our customers have long 

been familiar with Direct Distance 
Dialing, called “DDD” for short. This 
is the customer dialing direct of long 
distance station-to-station calls. 
A LL CALL Dialing includes DDD, but 
/\. also takes in direct customer dialing 
of person-to-person, collect and special] 
long distance calls, called “PPCS” for 
short. 

Thus Hastings customers, and those 
in nearby tributaries will be able to 
dial directly virtually all types of tele- 
phone calls, both local and long dlis- 
tance. 

Up to now Hastings telephone users 
have had to place all of their long dis- 
tance calls through an operator. They 


would dial the familiar ‘0” or ‘‘Oper- 
ator” digit and then tell the operator 
the number or person they wanted to 
call. 

After December 8, Hastings custom- 
ers will be able to dial their own long 
distance calls. Operators will con- 
tinue to handle calls for those who re- 
quest them to do so and for those who 
have difficulty in completing their own 
calls. 

All Call Dialing really is very nearly 
what it says. Hastings customers will 
be able to dial their own person-to- 
person, collect, credit card and other 
special types of long distance calls. 

It’s not as impossible as it sounds. 
ERE’S THE way it will work in 
Hastings: 

If a customer wants to place a sta- 
tion-to-station long distance call he will 
dial an access code of ‘1’, followed by 
the area code (where necessary) and 
the telephone number. Ticketing equip- 
ment automatically records and times 
the call and no assistance from an op- 
erator is needed. 

In the case of PPCS calls the custom- 
er will dial “zero” as the access code, 
then the area code (where needed) and 
the telephone number. As in the case 
of DDD calling, ticketers automatically 
record data needed in billing the call 
and also time the call. But operator 
assistance is needed to a small degree 
in these PPCS calls. 

For instance, in the case of a person- 
to-person call dialed directly by the 
customer the operator enters the con- 
nection. If the call originates from a 
rural area or one of Hastings tribu- 
taries the customer will hear a “zip” 
tone which sounds something like “zit- 
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zit.” This is his signal that the operator 
is on the line and that he should give 
his telephone number to her. If he 
doesn’t, she will say, “Your number 
please.” She will then key in his num- 
ber to the ticketer. 

As soon as she has the customer’s 
number she will say, “How may I help 
you?” 

N THE case of calls originating from 

Hastings the calling number will be 
automatically recorded by the ticketer 
and the operator will immediately ask, 
“May I help you?” 

The customer will tell the operator 
that he wants to place a person-to-per- 
son call and the name of the person he 
wants to reach. In the case of a collect 
call or a call to be billed to a third 
number, the customer will inform the 
operator that this is the type of call he 
wants to place. 

The operator pushes one of six but- 
tons to classify the call. The categories 
are station-to-station paid, station-to- 
station collect, station-to-station special, 
person-to-person paid, person-to-person 
collect and person-to-person special. 

The operator can hear the called 
phone ring and when it is answered she 
announces the call (tells whether it 1s 
person-to-person or collect.) She will 
get the correct party on the line or ob- 
tain approval of reversing the charges. 
When this is done, the operator will 
start the timing by means of a lever 
on her board. Then she will operate a 
key to release the call from her position 
and she will then be free to take an- 
other call. 

( N CREDIT card and third number 

billing the operator must make a 
memo ticket which will be sent to the 
Data Processing Center. 

On calls where a customer asks for 
time and charges it gets a little more 
intricate. At the finish of the call all 
of the identifying information is printed 
on an IBM Teletypewriter in the oper- 
ating room. A service assistant will 
read this information, look up _ the 
charges for the call, and call either the 


called or the calling party to report the 
information. 

Ten operating positions on the Has- 
tings switchboard have been modified 
so that they can accept PPCS calls as 
well as the old style of operator-han- 
dled long distance calls. The special 
keys have been installed and a display 
screen on which the calling or called 
telephone number can be flashed is 
mounted above the position. 

Customer dialing of all types of toll 
calls is expected to speed up the work 
of the operators and free them to handle 
more calls. The operating force at Has- 
tings is being reduced, with operators 
transferred to other departments or ex- 
changes. 


HE CHANGE will also result in 

some advantages in billing. First 
preparations for billing PPCS were 
made a year ago. And the Data Proc- 
essing Center for some time has been 
handling PPCS billing for a connecting 
company. 

Information on PPCS toll calls will 
be on a paper tape, just like DDD toll 
calls, instead of the old mark sense card 
prepared by an operator. When the 
new “360” computer is in operation 
next year it will transfer the informa- 
tion directly from the paper tape to a 
magnetic tape in the computer, from 
which bills will be made. Advantage of 
the tape process is that it runs faster 
and is more accurate. 

On credit card and third number 
calls there will be a mark sense card 
for special billing instructions, which 
will be “matched up” with other infor- 
mation on the call in the Data Process- 
Ing Center. The information will then 
be combined for proper billing. 

Training of chief operators and ser- 
vice assistants in the new All Call Dial- 
ing Started in October and was e€X- 
tended to operators in mid November. 
A special training position for this pur- 
Pose was obtained from the Automatic 
Electric Company and set up in one of 
the operator classrooms in Hastings. 


A PROGRAM of informing customers 
a also been started. Personal 1n- 
CWS with business customers began 
Seer 15.

Some Cus- 
ee: connecting companies also 
were contacted. 
oe tarting December 8, telephone Per 
nnel will start calling all residence 
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telephone customers to explain the new 
All Call Dialing. It is expected to re- 
quire about three weeks, with 10 or 12 
girls making the calls. 

Besides this, a public information 
program for the new type of telephone 
service was kicked off early in Novem- 
ber and will continue through the first 
of the year. It is timed and planned to 
coordinate with the contacting of tele- 
phone users. The various advertising 
media will be used. 

The cutting into service of the All 
Call Dialing culminates a program 
which started nearly two years ago. 
The first meeting on the new Hastings 
system was held February 11, 1964, but 
the possibility had been talked about 
earlier. 

Approximately three quarters of a 
million dollars worth of central office 
equipment was required for the system. 
Installers began putting it in last 
March, but it was ordered about a year 
earlier than that. 

ROM AN equipment standpoint, the 

single digit access code “1” for DDD 
and ‘‘0” for PPCS is considered a major 
advance. Other exchanges require a 
three-digit access code for DDD. Since 
“OQ”? is the digit you dial to get an opera- 
tor some means was needed to properly 
channel PPCS calls to the ticketing 
equipment. So a timing device has been 
built in. There is a four-second delay 
before the call is connected with an 
operator. 

Thus a person intending to dial his 
own PPCS call must begin dialing the 
number he is calling almost immediate- 
ly after he dials the access code of ‘‘0”.

If he delays for four seconds, the long 
distance operator will get his call. 

However, customers are being in- 
formed of this peculiarity of the equip- 
ment and it is expected to cause no dif- 
ficulty. 

To handle the All Call Dialing, 40 
ticketers have been installed in a bay 
in the equipment room. Another 27 
are on order. 

ESIDES this, additional circuits 

were needed. Four circuits have 
been added to Lincoln, three to Grand 
Island and four to Omaha to serve All 
Call Dialing. Circuits to York and 
Geneva have been removed to simplify 
trunking. Those calls will now be 
routed to Lincoln and from there back 
to either York or Geneva. 

The change also required replacing 
of trunk repeaters in the toll centers 
and modification of some _ tributary 
trunk repeaters. This was necessary to 
provide good transmission quality and 
for the single digit access function. 

Tributary trunks coming in to Has- 
tings use a tone to distinguish between 
DDD and PPCS access codes. There is 
a tone for the DDD, but not for the 
PPCS. It is impossible for the tone to 
be produced accidentally because it is 
formed by the harmonics caused by a 
700 cycle tone on one side of the cir- 
cuit and an 1100 cycle tone on the other 
side. 

Providing of this new service for our 
customers has required the efforts of 
many people in many departments. It 
is in keeping of our tradition of provid- 
ing the best possible service for our 
customers. 


United Fund 


Drives Are 
Successful 


T&T employees have completed 

United Fund or Community Chest 
drives in six communities. The drives 
were fine successes, with four of the 
communities finding telephone em- 
ployees 100 per cent behind the com- 
bined campaign. 

In Fairbury, York, Nebraska City and 
Hastings 100 per cent of the telephone 
employees contributed to the drives. 
Beatrice and Lincoln employees also 
took part in Community Chest and 


United Fund drives in their communi- 
ties. 


Biggest of the drives is the Lincoln 
one. In the Capital City, the telephone 
contribution to the United Fund came 
to $37,620.39—which made it the largest 
single firm contribution. Announcement 
of the total was made to a Report 
Luncheon of the United Fund by L. W. 
Cleveland, General Traffic Superinten- 
dent and Personnel Director. 


In Lincoln, the Telephone Company 
is in a “unit firm” division. The total 
gift from the company included a 
$16,750 corporate gift; $9,977.26 from 
the executive and supervisory staff; 
and $10,893.13 from the general em- 
ployee group. These amounts were over 
the goal which had been set and more 
than $3,000 higher than the 1965 gift 
of $34,399.55. 


A total of 879 employees were so- 
licited in Lincoln, of which 62 are part 
time. Of the amount pledged, $10,528.08 
will be given through payroll deduc- 
tions. Cash contributions of $365.05 
were received. Average gift per con- 
tributor came to $13.06. Only 14 em- 
ployees declined to contribute. 

In Lincoln, the campaign among em-

Beatrice 
Cable Project 
A Big One

NE OF OUR biggest outside plant 
projects in terms of dollars got un- 
der way in October. Contractors then 
began to plow in a Lincoln-to-Beatrice 
underground cable. Cost of the project 
may go as high as half a million dollars. 
Being replaced is the main toll open 
wire between Lincoln and Beatrice— 
a stretch of about 40 miles. 

An idea of the size of the project may 
be obtained by viewing the mountain 
of cable reels stored at our 2lst & L 
warehouse storage yard. A total of 139 
reels of the cable are needed for the 
project and 99 of them were on hand 
when the News photographer visited 
the yard. They had to be stored in two 
different locations, so huge was the 
stockpile. 

Captains had a supply of material to make

Plans are for two cable trains to op- 
erate. One was to start from the Be- 
atrice end of the line and the other 
from Lincoln. They were to meet some 
where in the middle. 


Triggering the installation of the 
cable and the replacement of the old 
open wire line was a highway improve- 
ment program which called for LT&T to 
vacate some of the existing lead. But 
there were other factors involved in 
the decision, too. 


For instance, there was the need to 
improve the quality of the circuits and 
the necessity to provide for growth. 
The cable project will do both, and in 
addition will be more free from storm 
damage than open wire. 


It was moving 
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At work on one end of the seemingly endless reels of cable stored at 21st and L are Jim Tice 
and Tom Fuller. They are preparing the cable for pulling by attaching an eye fo it. 


Cable is being furnished by General 
Cable and is a relatively new type of 
product. It is called a continuous cor- 
rugated weld cable and is protected by 
a thick steel corrugated shield with an 
aluminum inner jacket. It has both a 
plastic inner jacket and a plastic outer 
covering. Individual wires are plastic 
insulated. 

The steel armor is expected to be 
highly resistant to rodents. 

As the cable goes from Lincoln to 
Beatrice it diminishes in size. It starts 
out as 150 pair and tapers down. Thirty 
pairs will link the Capital City and 
Beatrice. In some places two cables 
will be plowed underground at the 
same time—one to serve a localized 
telephone need. 

Included in the cable will be facili- 
ties for extended area service and toll 
circuits to towns along the route—such 
as Martell, Hallam, Cortland, Clatonia, 
DeWitt and Pickrell. Later it will 
serve as route for satellite toll calls 
from Crete and Wilber, including the 
communities of Friend and Dorchester. 

Route of the cable will be west of the 
highway, on county and _ township 
roads. In most places it will be plowed 
in the roadway, as similar cable has 
been installed in other areas of our 
territory. But some of it will be routed 
“across country.” 

Cable laying started at the termina- 
tion point of existing cable on South 
Street in Lincoln. But the existing 
open wire is to be retained, in part, as 
far south as the old Turnpike corner, 
now sometimes called Tate’s corner. 
This open wire will serve local tele- 
phone needs. 

It is hoped that by the time this mag- 
azine reaches you the cable will be 
well on the way to being completely 
buried. However, splicing will go on 
for several months after plowing 1s 
completed.
